■  i  ..ly  takes  office  from  Au- 
gust I,  and  will  be  engaged  for  the 
rest  of  the  open  season  In  assisting 
Dr.  J.  T  Mandy,  resident  mining 
engineer.  Northwestern  mineral  sur- 
vey dlstrtct.  with  headquarters  at 
Prince  Rupert,  and  Mr.  Douglas 
Lay.  Northeastern  mineral  survey 
district,  with  headquarters  at  Hazel- 
ton. 

It  has  been  apparent  to  the  Hon, 
Mr.  McKenzle  for  some  weeks  that 
some  action  would  have  to  be  taken 
to  provide  qualified  technical  aid  to 
the  englnccss  of  these  Northern  dis- 
tricts. If  their  season's  duties  were 
to  be  satisfactorily  discharged.  Be- 
ginning the  first  of  June.  Mr.  C.  W. 
Moore  was  engaged  temporarily  for 
the  purpose  of  making  a  survey  of 
the  Cariboo  and  other  placer  min- 
ing sections  from  the  point  of  view 
of  a  practical  placer  mining  oper- 
ator. This  he  Is  doing,  and  it  is 
felt  that  the  result  will  be  the  ob-

HE  dirigible.  Graf  Zeppelin,  as 
1  Sunday  approached,  wa*  mak- 
ing a  bee  line  across  the  last  reach 
of  the  broad  Atlantic  with  the  hope 
of  making  New  York  by  noon,  at 
the  earliest  estimates. 

The  opposing  winds  which  had 
retarded  her  during  much  of  her 
air  voyage,  had  lessened,  but  there  j 
was  a  prospect  that,  squally  weather 
with  rain  might  be  encountered 
near  the  American  shore. 

At  9:29  ptn.  <Ea*l*rn  standard 
time,  Saturday,  the  third  full  day 
waa  completed  In  the  air.  so  that 
It  appeared  that  the  total  voyage 
would  require  at  least  ninety  hours 
The  1928  flight  took  ill  hours,  be- 
cause of  storms  As  the  giant  air- 
ship narrowed  the  gap  between  her 
and  the  shores  of  the  United  States,

B.  C.  Fruit  Problems 
To  Be  Investigated  by 
Mr.  San  ford  Evans 

Provincial     Government     Appoints  Eminent 
Canadian  to  Conduct  Inquiry  Into  Production 
and  Distribution  of  British  Columbia  Fruits 
Particularly  in  Okanagan  District 

Placing  of  Industry  on 

Firm  Basis  Is  Sought 

APPOINTMENT  of  Mr  W  Sanford  Evans.  M  P  P  .  of  Winnipeg, 
as  commissioner  1°  thoroughly  Investigate  the  problems 
connected  with  production  and  distribution  of  British  Co- 
lumbia fruits,  particularly  In  the  Okanagan  district,  was  announced 
by  Premier  Toimle  yesterday.  The  scope  of  the  Inquiry  will  be  very 
wide,  the  Premier  stated,  and  will  be  directed  towards  augmenting 
"profitable  production"  from  the  areas  studied. 
In  the  past,  different  phases  of 


the  fruit  Industry  have  been  studied 
and  inquired  into,  but  without  cor- 
relation with  other  problems.  It  Is 
intended  that  the  present  commis- 
sion will  cover  a  wider  field  of  In- 
quiry than  hitherto,  with  the  idea 
of  being  able  to  present  an  impartial 
view  and  careful  analysis  to  the 
Government  upon  which  action  can 
be  taken  in  an  effort  to  place  the 
Industry  on  a  sound  basis 

Such  matters  as  fsrmlng  meth- 
ods, balance  between  muted  farming 
and  speclallr.ed  production,  lniga- 
ttoa  packing  house  and  orchard 
managwn*nt-  transportation  and 
distribution  will  be  studied  in  order 
to  obtain  a  true  perspective  of  the 
Industry. 

IMPARTIAL  IN  VIEWPOINT 

"We  consider."  said  Premier  Toi- 
mle. -  that  we  have,  in  Mr.  Evans, 
been  fortunate  in  securing  the  serv- 
ices of  an  outstanding  Canadian, 
eminently  fitted  for  the  work,  ex 
perlenced  in  such  duties  as  he  is 
undertaking,  and  impartial  In  his 
viewpoint."

Mr  Plunkett  said  that  at  the 
request  ot  the  Mayor  of  Victoria  he 
had  presented  the  whole  matter 
clearly  before  Mr.  Robb.  the  Min- 
ister of  Finance.  He  showed  that 
the  Industry  established  in  Victoria 
!'s  thfl  BC  Worsted  Mills.  Ltd,  was 
for  the  development  of  Canadian 
Industry  and  the  fostering  of  sheep 
breeding,  but  the  minister  eventu- 
ally refused  absolutely  to  act. 

Mr.  Robb'*  reply.  In  brief,  was  to 
the  effect  that  the  removal  of  the 
•welv*  and  a  half  per  cent  duty  had 
been  fully  considered  by  the  Gov- 
ernment, and  as  this  industry  had 
been  started  In  Victoria  after  the 
removal  of  the  tariff,  the  Gofern- 
meiu  could  see  no  reason  for  a 
change  of  attitude  regarding  the 
tariff  in  this  instance 

HOW  SITUATION  Altos  I 
Mr.  Plunkett  traced,  the  history 
of  the  establishment  of  the  industry 
in  Victoria,  stating  that  It  was  part 
of  a  policy  decided  upon  by  the 
city  looking  to  the  Investment  of 
capital  In  the  city  so  as  to  give  the 
working  people  there  better  oppor- 
tunities and  to  add  to  the  Industrial 
activities  of  the  capital  of  British 
Columbia. ' 

With    this    end    in    view,  the 
member  for  Victoria  said  a  grain 
elevator  was  decided  upon.  Wnile 
this  might  at  first  thought  appear, 
perhaps,  to  be  rather  a  remote  line 
of    enterprise    for    Victoria,  yet 
Victoria,  in  deciding  as  It  did.  had 
'  in  view  the  great  grain  trade  with 
I  the  Orjent  and  the  position  Victoria 
,  had  as  the  first  and  last  port  of  call 
|  in  the  Pacific    trade    before  them 

I Victoria  felt  something  could  be 
done  for  the  trade  of  the  city  and 
U)  aid  in  some  way  the  farmers  ot 
the  prairies  in  the  disposal  of  their 
grain  in  the  markets  of  the  world 

It  was  also  decided  to  build  a  cold 
storage  plant.  This  was  to  be  done 
principally  to  aid  the  fruit  growers, 
the  producers  of  certain  lines  ot 
Agriculture,  and  the  fishing  ino.usi.ry 
on  the  Coast.  It  was  realized  that 
large  quantities  of  fruit  and  other 
products  of  the  farms  had  been 
unable  to  be  shipped  from  Victoria 
because  of  the  want  of  facilities  in 
this  line.  This  plant  Is  now  practi- 
cally completed  and  ready  to  ue 
opened. 

The  citizens  of  Victoria  went 
further  and  decided  to  Inaugurate 
and  establish  a  textile  plant,  that 
of  the  B.C  Worsted  Mills,  Ltd. 

Towards  the  accomplishment  of 
all    these    objects,    Victoria  had 
guaranteed  bonds  to  the  amount  of 
over  $1,000,000,  said  Mr  Plunkett. 
EFFECT  ON  I  Mil  WK\ 

"Now  let  us  consider.'  said  Mr 
Plunkett,  -what  help  was  given  by 
the  Government  of  Canada  In  the 
carrying  out  of  these  varied  Indus- 
tries to  help  Victoria  and  the 
country  generally." 

The  worsted  mill  was  not  a  city 
nor  a  local  project  only,  said  Mr. 
Plunkett.  Its  effects  extended 
beyond  the  bounds  of  Victoria  and 
meant  the  building  up  of  the 
sheep  raising  and  wool  business 
throughout  the  Province  of  British 
Oolumbia.  It  meant  also  the  em- 
ploying of  the  young  people  of  the 
country  within  the  bounds  of 
British  Columbia 

"Today."  continued  the  member, 
"part  of  that  plant  lies  idle  There 
are  over  thirty-five  young  women 
who  could  have  been  employed 
there  had  It  not  been  for  the  action 
of  the  Dominion  Government, 
which  had  been  referred  to  This 
had  been  the  reduction  of  the  duty 
of  twelve  and  a  half  per  cent  on 
the  weaving  yams  brought  into 
Canada. 

This  action  has  eliminated  from 
the  payrolls  of  Victoria  a  large  part 
of  this  very  promising  industry 

"Durtng  the  last  session  of  the 
House  I  received  a  telegram  Jrom 
the  Mayor  or  the  city  asking  me. 
on  behalf  of  the  citizens  of  Victoria, 
to  call  to  the  attention  of  Mr  Rood 
the  situation  as  It  existed  in  Vic- 
toria due  to  this  action  of  the 
Government. 

I  did  so. 1  said  Mr  Plunkett,  who 
then  went  on  to  tell  of  the  recep- 
tion accorded  him  and  the  absolute 
refusal  of  Mr.  Robb  to  entertain 
any  reversal  of  the  decision  that  so 
materially  reduced  the  activities  of 
the  worsted  Industry  in  Victoria 

"What  can  you  expect  of  a  Gov- 
ernment that  would  take  such  a 
course  after  the  people  had  shown 
Its  good  faith  and  taxed  themselves 
to  establish  plants  and  produce  pay- 
rolls," aald  the  city  member 

"Can  such  a  Government  be  ex- 
pected to  look  to  the  welfare  of  the 
Dominion?

Britain  in  192*  were  slightly  less . 
than  they  were  in  1914;  they  were  I 
about  one-seventh  of  the  total  we 
sent,  in  1919,  the  highest  year,  and  J 
lesa  than  one-fourth  what  we  sent 
as  recently  as  I92S    Last  year's  sup- 
ply to  the  British  mark«t  was  con- 
siderably less  than  our  annual  aver- 1 
age  of  400.000  hundredweights  <ofj 
112  poundai  In  the  period  1895-99 
— thirty  years  ago— and  Just  about!

"Expressed  as  a  percentage,  the 
contribution  of  Canada  In  1928  was 
ouly  3  Ift  per  cent  of  the  total  British 
importation.  It  was  the  lowest  per-  I 
cenlage  for  any  year  in  the  charted  < 
period — lower,  too,  than  In  1913, 
when  It  was  5  per  cent. 

"It  Is  far  otherwise  with  the  Dan- 
ish record-  'Put  out  of  business'  en- 
tirely by  the  blockade  Of  the  North 
Sea  in  1917,  the  Danes  came  back' 
ao  strongly  that  by  1921  they  had 
outatxipped  Canadians  in  the  race 
for  the  British  market 

"Their  progress  has  been  rapid 
and  consistent  ever  since.  Their  ex- 
ports, amounting  to  just  under  two 
million  hundredweights  In  1921. 
went  up  to  over  5'«  million  hun- 
dredweights in  1928. 

"During  the  last  four  years  the 
Danes  themselves  have  been  chal- 
lenging competitors  on  that  market 
from  other  European  nationalities. 
It  will  be  noUced  that  only  In  1925 
did  the  total  from  other  countries' 
— a  list  that  includes  Holland.  Swe- 
den. Poland,  Czechoslovakia,  the 
former  Russian  Provinces  of  Lithu- 
ania. Latvia  and  Estonia,  and  to  a 
small  extent  Argentina  and  New 
Zealand— run  as  high  as  one  mil- 
lion hundredweights.

MALIGNANT  TI  MORS 

Any   unnatural   enlargement  of 
tissues  within  the  body  Is  known  as 
a  tumor      Some  of  them  do  no 
damage  other  than  might  be  caused 
by  pressure  upon  neighboring  or- 
gans;  others  tend   to  Injure  the 
general  health.  Invade  neighboring 
tissues     re.ur    after    removal,  nnd 
N  produce  death  by  toxic  poisoning. 
'  There  are  many  different  types  of 
both   kinds  of  tumors,  depending 
j  upon  the  shapes  and  the  composi- 
tion of  their  cells.     The  com  para  - 
I  ttvely  harmless  enlargements,  such 
j  as  fatty  tumors  of  the  skin  and  the 
fibrous  tumors  of  the  uterus,  have 
(become  known  as  benign  tumors. 
!  »nd  the  dangerous  tumors,  such  as 
cancer  or  carcinoma,  and  sarcomas 
are  known  as  malignant  tumors. 

Millions   of    dollars   have  been 
1  spent  in  trvlng  to  discover  the  cause 
I  of  malignant  tumors,  but  the  cause 
is  still  unknown  in  spite  of  many 
,  theories  that  have  arisen  from  time 
;  tl  time,  each  to  be  disproven  almost 
as  soon  as  propounded      We  do 
know,  however,  that  any  long-con- 
tinued irritation  may  result  In  can- 
|  cer.     The  Irltation  from  smoking 
j  a  pipe  Is  frequently  the  site  for  a 
cancer  of  the  lip.     The  irritation 
from  stomach  ulcers  frequently  re- 
i  suits  in  cancer  of  the  stomach  The 
use  of  pesssrles  and  chemical  pre- 
ventatives frequenUy  results  In  can- 
cer of  the  uterus     Old  scan  are 
sometimes  the  starting  point  In 
both  sexes   cancer  of  the  stomach 
and    Intestines    occurs    most  fre- 
quently     In  man    cancer  of  the 
rectum  follows  third,  of  the  liver 
fourth,  tongue  fifth,  throat  sixth, 
prostate  seventh.    In  women,  can- 
cer of  the  breast  comes  third,  of 
the  womb  fourth,  liver  fifth,  rectum 
smth. 

There  seems  to  be  a  alight  hered- 
itary tenderer  to  cancer,  but  not 


more  likely  to  have  cancer,  but  this 
is  probably  caused  by  using  the 
aame  kind  of  food  and  having  simi- 
lar habits.  8 

Cancer  hardly  ever  occurs  before 
middle  age.  the  most  frequent  cases 
occurring  between  the  ages  of  fifty 
*nd  alxty  8omeUmes  those  who 
appear  quite  healthy  while  young 
are  affected  when  they  grow  older 
but  this  1*  only  an  allusion,  since 
most  people  do  not  know  what  a 
healthy  person  looks  like  I  am 
convinced  that  a  really  healthy  per- 
son can  never  develop  cancer 
About  four  women  are  affected  to 
every  three  men  Cancer  Is  now  the 
third  and  most  Important  cause  of 
death,  closely  following  diseases  of 
the  heart  and  blood  vessels  and 
pneumo-bronchlal  diseases 

When  cancers  begin  to  ulcerate 
a  general  body  poisoning  or  cach- 
exia results  In  Its  action,  cancer 
seems  to  resemble  the  chronic  in- 
flammations, such  as  lupus  and 
leprosy  rather  than  simple  tumors.  1 
The  various  plasters  made  out  of  . 
arsenic,  turpentine,  trypsin  and  ad- 
renalin are  practically  useless,  and 
I  have  not  seen  very  good  results 
from  x-ray  or  radium  treatments, 
or  from  surgery,  especially  when  the 
cancer  was  large  enough  to  make 
diagnosis  certain.  The  medical 
treatment  of  administering  mor- 
phine and  sedsttves  is.  of  course, 
only  to  relieve  and  not  an  attempt 
at  cure  Our  greatest  hope  la  to 
prevent  tumors  ot  cancers  by  Mv<» 
ing  so  that  there  is  no  opportunity 
for  their  formation.  Our  best  de- 
fense ts  in  proper  eating,  vigorous 
exercise  and  keeping  our  vitality 
•nd  endurance  up  to  the  highest 
leva!  for  functional  efficiency

With  the  beginning  of  the  present 
year  the  old  persecuting  temper  has 
revived  Alarmed,  apparently,  at 
the  spread  of  religion,  a  new  law 
regarding  religious  units  has  been 
adopted,  under  which  members  of 
churches  are  to  be  registered 
preachers  are  restricted  to  the  lead- 
ership of  worship  ln  their  own  con- 
gregation, and  all  cultural,  welfare, 
social  and  charitable  organizations 
are  repressed  No  co-operative  work- 
shops, no  assistance  to  members,  no 
prayer  meetings  for  women,  no  sew- 
ing circles,  no  lending  libraries,  no 
sanatoria  nor  clinics,  no  central 
fund,  no  right  to  own  or  lease 
church  property-  these  are  sr»me  of 
the  recent  enactions  contained  In 
what  an  English  paper  calls  a 
"savage  decree."  and  which  Th- 
Dally  News,  of  London,  claims  Is  an 
attempt  to  give  a  "knockout  blow  to 
religion." 

Dr.  Rushbrooke  writes  that  arrests 
and  exiles  of  Baptist  pastors  are 
frequent,  places  of  worship  ln  many 
places  are  being  closed,  preachers 
are  denied  the  ordinary  ration  of 
bread,  the  church  paper  U  rigidly 
censored,  free  speech  u  prohibited 
and  the  preachers  school  is  r]n*ed 
Reviewing  the  dark  situation,  the 
Baptist  world  leader  terms  it  a 
"policy  of  persecution  which  in 
principle  Is  a  return  to  the  Dark 
Ages,  and  in  Its  methods  perpetuates

The  match  between 
Gunsberg  and  Tchlgonn  (the  gam- 
bit king)  brought  him  from  Eng- 
land to  Havana— the  world  had  to 
be  told  about  this  great  match,  and 
he  did  the  telling.  He  was  un- 
equaled  as  an  organizer  To  his  in- 
spiration were  due  the  first  cable 
matches  between  England  and  the 
United  States.  He  organised  the 
Cambridge  Springs  tournament 
i  won  by  Marshall)  for  the  munifi- 
cent Professor  Rice.  The  Rice  Me- 
morial tournament  was  his  Idea,  and 
various  others  participated  in  by 
the  cream  of  chess  talent  owed  their 
inception  to  hU  fertile  brain. 

From  Bradley  Beach  he  transmit- 
ted by  cable  every  move  of  Dr  Ale- 
chin "s  nine  games  to  eager  chess  en- 
thusiasts in  South  America. 

The  college  matches  between  Ox- 
ford and  Cambridge  versus  the 
American  universities  were  another 
monument  to  his  organizing  genius 

The  World  Championship— The 
loss  of  Dr.  Alechin's  presence  at 
Carlsbad  will  be  somewhat  offset  by 
the  added  interest  to  tus  match 
with  Bogoljubow  from  the  fact  that 
the  two  will  meet,  one  having  had 
the  hardest  kind  of  practice  almost 
to  the  date  of  starting,  and  the 
other  a  long  rest.

Thus  a  Jump  assist  over  a  nega- 
tive double  Is  of  doubtful  Integrity 
in  respect  to  bidder  actually  holding 
the  full  values  normally  required 
and  therefore  should  never  be  read 
as  a  Slam  Invitation  at  Contract,  but 
rather  as  an  assist  based  more  upon 
distributional  than  upon  high  card 
values  to  shut  out  a  possibly  dan- 
gerous response  by  partner  of  the 
doubler.

South,  while  realizing  that  North's 
may  be  an  over-bid.  has 
slightly  more  than  the  values  for  a 
sound  rebid  of  his  own  holding. 
West,  having  received  a  free  and 
satisfactory  response  to  his  negative 
double,  carries  the  Spade  bid  to 
four  odd  which  becomes*  the  final 
declaration. 

Contract:  The  bidding  at  Contract 
should  be  identical  with  that  at 
Auction  and  for  the  same  reasons 
It  Is  of  interest  to  know  that  in 
the  Contract  match,  where  this  deal 
actually  occurred,  the  East  player 
failed  to  realize  the  significance  of 
the  situation  and  bid  four  Clubs 
over  North's  three  Hearts,  which 
West  carried  to  five,  a  contract 
which  was  defeated. 

It  will  again  be  noted  that  vith 
two  mutually  supporting  strong 
suits,  a  partnership  holding  usually 
will  produce  the  same  number  of 
tricks  with  either  the  suit  the 
trump.  Thus  on  this  deal,  there  Is 
four-odd  in  the  East-West  hands,  a 
game  at  Spades,  but  no  game  a! 
Clubs.

South  leads  initially  the  King  of 
Hearts  Dummy  goes  down  expos- 
ing the  singleton  Heart  and  South 
shifts  to  the  four  of  Diamonds, 
which  East  wins  with  Dummy's  Ace 
North  playing  the  Jack. 

Declarer  now  leads  the  Spade  two 
from  Dummy,  playing  the  Jack  from 
own  hand,  which  loses  to  South's 
Ace. 

South  continues  with  Diamonds 
North  wins  with  the  Diamond 
Queen  and  returns  the  Diamond 
King  which  East  Trump*,  playing 
the  nine  of  Spades  to  guard  against 
any  possibility  of  an  over-ruff.  Now. 
two  rounds  of  Spades  to  exhaust  the 
adverse  trumps  and  Declarer  can 
claim  the  balance  of  the  tricks:  five 
Club  tricks  and  one  Spade  In 
Dummy  to  trump  his  losing  Heart. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  same  re- 
sult, four  odd.  would  have  been  ob- 
tained st  Clubs.  Declarer  losing  one

JERUSALEM'S  WALLS 

JERUSALEM,  Aug  3 —What  Is 
probably  the  world  s  most  remark- 
able three-mile  walk  has  been  com- 
pleted. The  British  have  rebuilt  the 
walls  of  Jerusalem.  Today  they  run 
the  circuit  of  the  city  which  Is  holy 
to  Christians,  Moslems  and  Jews. 

The  golden-yellow  limestone  of 
Jerusalem's  walls  gleams  in  the  sun. 
Every  one  of  the  thirty-four  towers 
stands  guard,  staunch  and  intact,  as 
when  Suleiman  the  Magnificent 
ouilt  them  on  the  ruins  of  older 
walls.  In  places  layers  of  rock  rep- 
resenting three  civilisations  rlae  one 
above  the  other,  like  rock  strata; 
Jewish  beveled  stones.  Roman  cut 
stones,  and  flnaly  the  Mohammedan 
olocks. 

Embrasures  for  arche.-s  and  rross- 
Dowmen  fret  Lbfl  wall  like  teeth  in 
a  gear.  The  National  Geographic 
Society  describes  Jerusalem  as  s 
mincemeat  pie  of  strange  elements 
set  with  in  this  scalloped -edged 
limestone  crust. 

Walking  around  Jerusalem  is  like 
walking  around  a  fair-sized  Midale 
West  farm.  The  walls  enclose  about 
200  acres  of  land.  They  stand  about 
three  stories  high.  Eight  gates 
pierce  the  wall- -or  did.  The  Oold- 
en  gate  is  in  the  cast  wall  of  the 
Temple  area,  the  gate  through 
which  Jesus  is  said  to  have  come  in- 
to Jerusalem  on  Palm  Sunday,  has 
been  closed  for  centuries.  It  will 
never  be  opened,  according  to  the 
Moslems  who  control  the  Temple 
area,  until  Judgment  day. 

A  wall  gives  th-  visitor  a  bird's- 
eye  view  of  Jerusalem's  position  and 
Its  diverse  life.  Looking  into  the  ra- 
vines beyond,  the  watser  realises  the 
stragetic  position  of  the  city  r.n  s 
hill  ■urounded  by  natural  —tones" 
and  a  circle  of  other  htlls.

The 
broken  cellar  door  slanting  over  a

At  present  one 
of  the  gTeat  fields  of  usefulness  for 
the  International  language  la  In  the 
realm  of  radio  More  than  thirty 
stations  In  Europe  are  now  broad- 
casting regularly  in  Esperanto,  and 
a  station  In  Japan,  which  broad- 
cast lessons  In  the  language  last 
Winter,  sold  32.000  textbooks  to  per- 
sons who  followed  the  course. 

"Among  the  members  of  the  New 
York  Esperanto  Society,  which  en- 
tertained the  congress,  is  a  young 
Frenchman,  whose  wife  is  a  Flemish 
lady  They  do  not  understand  each 
other's  native  tongue,  but  met 
through  Esperanto,  and  use  that 
language  exclusively  In  their  home 
life."  said  Mr.  Bengough. 

"J  R.  Gregg.  Inventor  of  the  short- 
hand system  bearirig  his  name,  is  an 
enthusiastic  supporter  of  the  in- 
ternational language,  and  was  the 
guest  of  honor  at  the  congress  ban- 
quet.

Gre€U  Cathedral 

(If  Mexico  Is  in 
Dangerous  Slate 

MEXICO  CITY.  Aug.  4  —Holding 
of  the  first  religious  services,  follow- 
ing settlement  of  the  Government's 
dispute  with  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church,  in  the  great  national 
cathedral  of  Mexico  City,  an  event 
looked  forward  to  by  millions  of  the 
devout,  failed  to  materialize  because 
of  the  dangerous  condition  of  the 
four-century-old  shrine.  For  years 
It  has  been  threatened  with  partial 
collapse. 

The  massive  cathedral,  said  to  be 
the  largest  and  oldest  on  the  Ameri- 
can continent,  has  been  closed  fort 
weeks,  with  workmen  busy  In  Its 
repair  It  likely  will  require  months, 
perhaps  a  year,  thoroughly  to 
strengthen  It  and  repatr  the  ravages 
of  time  and  the  elements  on  the 
beloved  shrine.  , 

The  suggestion  that  the  cathedral 
be  thrown  open,  despite  its  condi- 
tion, for  the  resumption  of  services, 
was  given  careful  consideration,  but 
finally  vetoed  because  it  was  feared 
this  act  might  cause  collapse  of  the 
cathedral,  endangering  thousands 
of  lives. 

Announcement  has  been  made 
that  the  repairs  may  cost  as  much 
as  1 1. 000.000.  Much  of  this  money 
will  be  spent  in  damming  under- 
ground streams  which  have  washed 
away  the  supports  of  the  great,  mass 
of  stone  and  caused  it  to  act  tie  at 
an  Incongruous  angle. 

These  streams,  together  with  a 
great  lake  of  mud  underlying  Mexico 
City,  often  wreck  the  best  laid  plans 
of  builders  and  architects  here, 
sometimes  within  a  few  years  after 
construction  The  slight  subter- 
ranean shocks,  often  felt,  in  Mexico 
City,  usually  start  and  then  help 
along  the  sinking  process. 

Beneath  the  cathedra]  It  Is  planned 
to  sink  trreat  caissons  down  to  the 
underground  currents,  and  into  these 
pour  tons  of  cement  for  the  com- 
bined purpose  of  damming  the  de- 
structive waters  and  of  supplying  a 
sobd  base  for  the  eaihedrml  support*.

Care  Is  Required  to 
Get  Proper  Focus  of 
Head  Lamps9  Light 

Elimination  of  Blinding  Glare  From  Automo- 
biles Traveling  on  Dark  Thoroughfares  Remains 
One  of  Most  Difficult  of  Problems  That  Worries 
Engineers  of  Automotive  Industry 


Motorist  Tells  Best  Way 

To  Mitigate  Trouble

I 
he  would  be  completely  out  of  lurk  1 
without  lights.   In  Canada  and  the 
United  States  at  an  seasons  of  the ' 
year  a  motorist  finds  It  quite    de-  i 
alrable  to  have  his  car  equipped 
with  an  effective  lighting  system. 

In  most  automobiles-  the  method 
of   furnishing  electric  current  lor 
lighting  the  car  ts  by  means  of  a  I 
generator  and  storage  battery  sys-  ' 
torn    Where  such  a  system  Is  used : 
the  capacity  of  the  battery  should 
be  sufficient  to  operate  all  the  lamps 
for  a  considerable  length  of  time 
before  the  battery  needs  to  be  re- 
charged.  A  current  supply  of  about 
seven  and  a  half  or  eight  amperes 
Is  necessary  to  keep  the  lights  go- 
ing   on    an  Average  car.    A  100- 
amperc  hour  lighting  battery  Wi 
keep  the  lights  of  such  a  car  going 
for  about  twelve  hours  of  contin- 
uous use. 

HOW  BATTERY  IS  CnAROET> 

Due  to  the  fact  that  the  gener- 
ator automatically  keeps  the  bat- 
tery charged  and  allows  more  cur- 
rent to  be  used  for  Sighting  without 
any  danger  of  running  down  the 
battery  while  on  the  road,  the  bat- 
tery does  not  have  to  be  taken  out 
and  recharged  very  often.  The 
generator  Is  driven  by  the  engine 
and  keeps  charging  the  battery 
while  the  engine  is  running,  so  as 
to  offset  the  loss  of  electric  Juice 
through  the  use  of  the  lights. 

The  battery  also  supplies  electric 
currant  for  the  starting  motor  and 
ignition  as  well  as  for  lights.  How- 
ever, when  the  lights  are  used  and 
the  automobile  is  standing  still, 
with  the  engine  dead,  as  in  parking 
after  sundown,  there  is  a  steady 
drain  on  the  battery,  which  is  not 
being  made  up  In  any  way.  Con- 
sequently, when  an  automobile  is 
parked  for  a  whole  night  with  the 
parking  lights  on.  the  battery  will 


be  reduced  In  strength    the  next 
morning,     depending     upon  tiie 
strength  of  the  parking  lights  used. 
%JtR  V.NI.I  MKNT  FOR  LIGHTS 

Tli ere  usually  are  two  headlights 
at  the  front  of  the  automobile,  and 
each  have  a  candJepower  varying 
from  fifteen  to  twenty-one.  These 
lights  are  usually  arranged  so  that 
when  the  switch  vhJch  the  driver 
uses  to  opernre  the  lights  la  on  In 
one  way  the  Ught  is  thrown  quite 
some  distance  ahead  to  light  the 
road.  When  the  switch  ts  in  an- 
other position  tli»-  headlightl  are 
directed  down  more  directly  upon 
the  highway.  Thi*  arrangement  ob- 
tains so  that  when  two  automobiles 
are  meeting  at  night  the  drivers 
may  switch  the  lights  down  mor« 
on  the  road,  and  thus  get  relief 
from  "the  blinding  effect*  of  the 
lights  on  the  cars  coming  in  op- 
posite directions. 

These  lights  in  the  downward 
position  enable  the  driver  to  see  the 
road  better  close  to  the  front  of  the 
car.  but  are  not  as  desirable  as  the 
more  upturned  lights  when-  traveling 
at  a  greater  speed,  as  In  that  posi- 
tion the  lights  Illuminate  the  road 
tog  u  much  greater  distance  ahead 
The  latest  automobile  models  have 
♦  he  light  switches  so  located  that 
it  is  quite  easy  for  the  driver  to 
shift  the  lights  up  and  down  as  he 
meets  automobiles  coming  In  the 
opposite  direction. 

In  this  lighting  system  there  is 
always  a  tall  lamp  with  red  lens  in 
the  rear,  which  has  a  candlepower 
of  about  two.  There  Is  a  small  light 
In  most  automobiles  which  lights 
the  Instrument  board,  and  this  Is 
sometimes  connected  in  series  with 
the  tail  lights,  so  that  if  the  dash 
light  Is  not  burning  the  driver  tnav 
know  that  the  tail  light,  is  also 
dark.  This  ts  a  good  arrangement, 
since  otherwise  a  driver  might  go 
many  miles  without  knowing  that 
his  rear  lamp  was  extinguished.

There  are  also  the  two  parking 
lights,  one  on  each  side  of  the 
cowl,  which  are  white  and  show  in 
the  direction  in  which  the  automo- 
bile proceeds  These  are  small,  low 
candlepower.  Some  automobiles 
carry  a  spot  lamp,  which  ts  used  to 
supplement  the  two  main  head 
lamps.

ROADSTER  ON  FRONT* DRtVE  CHASSIS. 

By  J.  EDWARD  SCHIPPER.  S  A  E. 
IK  the  front-drive  car  here  to 
1  stay  ?  The  question  Is  bemg  asked 
by  automotive  BOglueeW  as  well  as 
laymen  who  are  Interested  in  the 
ric\«  leprnent  of  the  new  tvpe  car 
Since  the  recent  announcement  of 
such  a  car  by  one  of  the  prominent 
.•mil  !  iran  manufacturers,  and  the 
.immune  ement  of  another  concern 
formed  (o  put  such  a  car  00  the 
market,  thure  have  beep  discussions 
in  and  out  of  the  trade  regarding 
the  possibilities  of  the  type.

side  of  the  story.  It  must  be  ad- 
mitted tiiat  there  are  two  sides  to 
this  story  as  there  are  to  nearly  all 
i.'L'-k-  rt.'i-l  U  nia.\  tn-  of  niUTf-st 
on  this  occasion  to  point  out  jiust 
what  the  advocates  of  the  front- 
wheel  drive  car  claim.  Whether 
these  advantages  are  more  than 
offset  by  the  disadvantages  we  will 
n..»  attempt  to  ..a;.1,  we  are  just 
presenting  the  front-drive  case. 

With  a  fnmt-drhr  car.  the 
vehicle  is  pulled  by  the  front 
wheels  instead  of  being  pushed  by 
the  rear  This,  say  the  front- 
wheel  advocates,  is  a  big  advantage 
because  when  an  object  ts  pushed 
the  tendency  Is  to  push  the  front 
'..,<»«.  d"\vn  and  mto  obstruction: 
while  with  the  front  drive  the  tend- 
ency is  to  pull  the  wheels  up  and 
over  the  obstructions. 

Another  advantage  claimed  for 
the  front  drive  is  that  no  kick-up 
is  required  in  th<-  frame  to  clear 
the  differential  and  the  rear  axle. 
A  straight  frame  can  be  used  with 
out  the  elbow  In  the  rear*  This  la 
said  to  be  stronger. 

Advocates  of  the  front -drive  will 
tell  you  that  it  is  easier  to  get  out 
Of  deep  ruts  with  a  front-drive  car. 
With  the  rear-drive  ear  the  power 
is  applied  in  the  direction  of  the 
rut  and  the  front  wheels  turned  to 
get  out.  Very  often,  they  say,  the 
front  wheels  are  merely  pushed 
ahead  in  the  rut.  This  continues 
until  finally  the  car  jumps  out  with 
a  lurch.  With  the  front  drive,  the 
power  lifts  or  rolls  the  front  wheels 
out  of  the  rut  while  the  rear  wheels  ! 
trail  along  behind 

One  of  the  big  claims  of  'hr 
front-drive  car  is  that  In  accelerat- 
ing on  slippery  pavements  Wtti  > 
f font-drive  car  there  Is  less  tend- 
ency to  skid.  They  say  that  with 
thf  rear-drive  cars  the  rear  wheels 
spin  and  slide  or  skid  to  the  side 
because  It  Is  easier  for  them  to  go 
to  the  side  than  to  push  the  mass 
of  the  car  forward  With  the  front  - 
drive  car,  the  claim  Is  that  even  if 
the  wheels  do  spin,  they  can  be 
steered  and  the  power  will  be  ap- 
plied in  the  direction  in  which  the 
wheels  are  pointing. 

In  getting  out  of  difficulty  it  Is 
claimed  that  the  front-drive  car 
has  a  much  better  chance  because 
the  rear-drive  has  but  one  pur- 
chase for  traction,  that  point  being 
Immediately  in  front  of  the  rear 
wheele.  With  the  front-drive  car 
the  power  wheels  may  be  swung 
through  an  eighty-degree  turn,  thus 
greatly  increasing  the  purchese 
points  for  traction. 

In  steering  a  rear-drive,  because 
of  the  slant  In  the  king  pins,  the 
front  end  of  the  car  Is  raised  up 
every  time  the  wheels  are  turned 
to  the  side,  front-drive  followers 
point  out,  while  with  the  front- 
drive  car  the  king  pins  are  prac- 
tically vertical,  so  that  there  is  no 
rise  end  fall  of  the  front  end  due 
tn  the  angularity  of  the  pin  An 
other  reason  given  for  the  easier 
steering  of  the  front  drive  is  that 
the  brake  Is  not  mounted  on  ISO 
wheel  and  consequently  the  Kin  pin 
can  be  put  practically  in  line  with 
ttie  l  '  litre  of  the  wheel 

With  the  front-drive  car  It  Is 
claimed  that  It  Is  passible  to  put 
the  rear  seat  on  the  same  level  ai 
the  front  seat,  because  there  is  no 
Vlric-up  in  the  frame.  This  Is  said 
to  be  a  comfort  provision  and  also 
gives  the  rear  seat  passengers  more 
headroom.  Comfort,  they  say,  Is 
also  secured  by  the  lower  centre  of 
gravity  which  cuts  side  sway,  per- 
mits short  turning  and  give*  greater 
safety  against  turning  over,  The 
unsprung  weigh-  under  the  rrar  of 
the  ear  la  great.lv  reduced  because 
of  the  elimination  of  tiie  rear  axle 
drive  pari*  This  greatly  reduces 
the  throw  due  to  encountering  road 
obstructions.

Closely  related -perhaps  growlnv 
out  of  it  in  modern  times-  -is  thai 
branch  called  hygiene.  This  is  a 
much  older  term  derived  from  the 
tlreek  word  "hygelae."  meaning 
"healthy"  or  "sound  "  The  Greeks 
who  knew  little  of  biology  were  thor- 
ough students  of  hygiene,  and  the 
science  of  hygienics  **  much  older 
i!,..n  mil   pie.s.-iit  civ*"-  .' 

The  term  hyglcnce  commonly  Is 
used  to  designate  the  whole  art  of 
preserving  health.  Throughout 
America— particularly  since  the  ex- 
pansion of  biological  research— its 
meaning  has  been  narrowed  to  in- 
clude the  control  of  external  or  en- 
vironmental conditions  which  pro- 
duce disease,  particularly  by  the 
spread  of  parasites,  and  the  conduct 
of  Individual  life  so  as  1o  keep  the 
body  itself  in  a  state  of  maximum 
health. 

So  far  thin  Information  is  purely 
encyclopaedic.  Anyone  can  And  It 
out  if  he  takes  the  trouble  to  look 
It  up.  Very  few  do.  Thus  It  be- 
comes necessary  to  publish  It.

For  the  pursuit  of  biological 
studies  great  and  numerous  institu- 
tions, foundations  and  research  la- 
boratories have  been  founded.  Great 
fortunes  have  been  consecrated  to 
their  maintenance  because  a  recog- 
nition of  the  value  of  the  work  done 
in  them  has  developed 

In  these  Institutions  many  men 
immune  themselves,  isolating  them- 
selves from  the  amenities  of  social 
and  even  domestic  life,  ostracising 
themselves  from  the  opportunities 
of  fortune  for  which  their  education 
and  natural  qualifications  equip 
them  They  pursue  the  ehi&lve  bac- 
teria, compound  serums,  make  mul- 
1 1  varied  experiments  and  chase  the 
secrets  of  life  to  the  very  last  lair  of 
their  evasion.  The  value  of  their  re- 
searches and  the  benefits  of  their 
discoveries  have  been  indescribable

Dr.  Milne  was  succeeded  In  1893 
by  Dr.  George  H.  Duncan,  who  held 
the  position,  also  part  time,  until 
1897.  when  the  late  Dr  R.  L  Fraser 
received  the  appointment  He  held 
this  office  until  1900.  being  followed 
In  1901  by  Dr.  Herman  M  Robert- 
son. He  continued  In  office  until 
1909 

Dr   Oeorge  A   B   Hall  then  re- 


ceived the  appointment,  he  being 
the  first  full  time  medical  officer 
who  devoted  hi*  entire  attention  to 
the  health  problems  of  the  city.  For 
nine  years  Dr.  Hall  devoted  his 
labors  to  the  growing  demands  of  j 
health  problems,  being  succeeded  by 
Dr  A  O.  Price  late  In  1917  Dr 
Price  conUnued  In  authority  until  a 
couple  of  months  ago.  when,  upon 
acceptance  of  his  resignation,  the 
present  appointee.  Dr  R.  Felton.  as- 
sumed the  office. 

<•  4KB  AGE  COLLECTION 
Apart  from  purely  medical  ques-  I 
lions  the  gravest  problems  that  had 
to  be  faced  by  the  Health  Depart- 
ment were  problems'  of  sanitation. , 
Twenty  years  ago  householders  were 
obliged  to  engage  the  services  of 
private  garbage  collectors.    For  the  ' 
most,  part  these  were  Chinese.  After 
getting  In  touch  with  the  "garbage 
man"  It  often  was  a  week  before  the  ' 
request  for  the  removal  of  garbage  j 
was  attended  to  because  the  Chinese 
would  wait  unUl  a  neighborhood 
sent  In  a  sufficient  number  of  orders  , 
to  warrant  a  full  load.    The  result  | 
was  constantly  increasing  accumu- 
lations of  offensive  matter  and  an 
entirely      unhygienic  condition 
throughout  the  community. 

Added  to  this  objectionable  fea- 
ture of  the  situation  the  Chinese 
garbage  men  were  Indifferent 
whether  they  conveyed  the  garbage 
'jo  the  proper  dumps  or  left  it  In  va- 
;ant  lots,  In  alleys  and  anywhere 


that  temptation  offered.  Nuisances 
In  ever  Increasing  number  were  thus 
created,  and  tne  menace  to  health 
magnified. 

It  was  at  this  time— twenty  years 
ago — that  the  present  sanitation  in- 
spector, Mr  Thomas  Lancaster,  was 
appointed  to  his  position.  He  start- 
ed his  work  by  advocating  before 
the  City  Council  what  he  regarded 
as  the  one  and  only  remedy  for  the 
objectionable  conditions.  That  was 
the  inauguration  of  a  municipal 
system  for  the  collection  and  dis- 
posal of  garbage.  The  council  of 
that  date  believed  that  the  situation 
could  be  remedied  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  more  Inspectors  and  for 
some  time  failed  to  approve  the 
municipal  scheme.  In  1909.  how- 
ever, the  municipal  system  was 
adopted.  The  council  procured  eight 
horses  and  carts,  built  the  necessary 
wharves  and  scows  for  the  convey- 
ance of  garbage  and  its  disposal  far 
out  at  sea.  Two  furnaces  were  built 
also  for  the  cremation  of  combusti- 
ble matter  and  dead  animals.

progress  was  the  condemnation  of 
old,  dilapidated  and  Insanitary 
buildings  Vehement  as  had  been 
the  many  protests  against  the  stren- 
uous regulations  about  garbage  and 
stables,  It  was  here  that  the  real  war 
began.  Irate  citizens  whose  build- 
ings were  condemned  were  fierce  In 
their  denunciation  ct  the  new  orders 
and  often  firm  In  their  resistance. 
The  difficulty  was  overcome  by  se- 
curing legislation  permitting  the  op- 
polntment  or  a  court  of  inquiry  be- 
fore which  any  owner  of  a  con- 
demned building  might  appear  and 
argue  his  case  The  finding  of  the 
court  allowed  no  appeal  and  the 
legislation  freed  the  city  from  the 
obligation  to  Indemnify  an  owner 
for  any  building  destroyed. 

The  enforcement  of  this  legisla- 
tion did  two  Important  things:  It  rid 
the  city  of  whole  blocks  of  objec- 
tionable, dilapidated  and  insanitary 
buildings  and  It  paved  the  way  for 
the  erection  of  new  and  modern 
.structures  on  the  same  premises. 
The  condemnation  of  buildings  ex- 
tended Into  the  suburbs  and  cleaned 
up  a  large  number  of  pig  sties  and 
other  foul  conditions  The  result  of 
this  persistent  work  wrought  a 
change  in  the  facial  appearance  of 
the  whole  city  and  brought  about 
hygienic  conditions  which  far  out- 
rivaled the  disadvantages.  Incon- 
venience and  losses  entailed. 
wlioi.hsn.Mi  loon 

The  work  of  the  sanitary  depart- 


ment* gradually  was  extended  and 
soon  involved  the  inspection  of 
meats,  milk,  fish  and  other  food- 
stuffs, the  Inspection  of  restaurants 
and  kitchens  and  compulsory  com- 
pliance with  pure  food  laws.  Ninety 
per  cent  of  the  meat  consumed  in 
Victoria  today  is  procured  from 
batotr*  on  the  Mainland.  Tills  meat 
is  inspected  by  Dominion  Govern- 
ment Inspectors  who  certify  Its 
wholesome  and  untainted  character 
The  other  10  per  cent  Is  killed 
locally,  and)  is  subject  to  civic  in- 
spection after  which  it  Is  stamped, 
and  certified  If  sound.  Delivery  of 
fish,  poultry  or  other  edible  sub- 
stances t.>  a  local  dealer  needs  only 
his  call  to  the  sanitary  inspector's 
office  If  it  la  suspicious  and  an  im- 
mediate examination  tl  made.  If 
the  articles  of  food  are  tainted  a 
certificate  is  granted  so  stating.  This 
absolves  the  dealer  from  payment 
for  the  diseased  article,  and  at 
same  time  prevents  the  sale  of  de- 
leterious substances  and  preserved 
custom.

handling  of  milk,  lakes  samples  for 
lests  and  standards  of  quality  of  the 
lacteal  fluid. 

The  method  of  testing  is  Interest- 
ing In  Itself,  Samples  of  milk  are 
forced  through  porous  discs  which. 
In  case  of  contamination  or  Im- 
purity, retain  the  blood,  pus  or  other 
rum  matter  within  the  disc.  A 
separate  disc  is  used  for  each  test 
and  the  exact  guilty  cow  easily  dis- 
covered. Sanitary  Inspectors  no 
longer  are  like  policemen  going  from 
place  to  place  with  a  blue  warrant 
paper  summoning  someone  to  court, 
but  are  regarded  as  friends  of  mtlk 
producers  who,  In  almost  every  ca.se. 
are  anxious  to  comply  with  the  law. 

Thus,  during  the  brief  period  of 
twenty  years,  by  persistent  effort, 
firm  but  kindly  Insistence  on  com- 
pliance with  the  law  and  accepted 
hygienic  standards,  the  health  or  the 
citizens  of  Victoria  has  been  pro- 
tected to  a  degree  unexcelled  In  any 
city  of  Canada. 

What  Is  still  better,  It  Is  being 
done  now  with  but  two  men.  the 
nanltary  inspector  and  one  assistant 
The  city  of  Edmonton,  not  very 
much  larger  than  Victoria,  employs 
ten  men  for  similar  work  at  a  cost 
of  $18,472.  while  the  cost  to  Victoria 
Is  $3. M0  per  annum. 

Among  the  achievement*  of  Dr. 
Price,  during  his  first  year  in  office, 
was  the  Inauguration  of  a  Child 
Welfare  Clinic.  This  clinic  Is  for 
children  of  pre-aehool  age.  In  it 
they  are  examined  free  of  coat.  If 


the  subject  Is  normal  everything  is 
all  right  If  disease  symptoms  are 
discovered  the  child  Is  sent  to  the 
family  physician  for  suitable  treat- 
ment. The  cllntc  also  Instructs  and 
regulates  dietary  matters  In  respect 
of  every  subject.  Nurses  of  the  Vic- 
torian Order  follow  up  clinic  cases 
and  see  that  Instruction*  are  carried 
out.  Since  its  Inception,  7,000  cases 
huve  been  examined. 

Thus,  from  the  laboratories  of 
great  research  institutions,  filtering 
down  through  Innumerable  chan- 
!  nels.  the  latest  knowledge  gained 
by  science  Is  made  available  to  the 
humblest  citlten  of  Victoria. 

No  one  who  had  witnessed  Me 
changes  which  have  been  exhibited 
by  health  statistics  in  Victoria  over 
the  last  decadal  period  will  suggest 
that  the  work  has  not  been  worth 
while  nor  hint  that  It  has  not  been 
well  done.  Quietly  and  unostenta- 
tiously It  Is  carried  on  and  while 
men  aleep  others  watch  over  their 
welfare.

Its  Infancy.  The  long  haul— say  from 
Ross  Bay  and  other  equally  distant 
sections  of  the  city— with  slow 
horses  made  the  task  Insuperable. 
Substations  were  built  In  various 
parts  of  the  city.  The  horse  carta 
delivered  local  collections  to  these, 
and  from  them  motor  truck  convey- 
ance was  made  to  the  wharves. 

When  motor  truck  transportation 
became  more  general  the  substa- 
tions were  discontinued,  the  whole 
collection  and  haulage  system  con- 
verging Into  rapid  transit. 

Up  until  this  time  citizens  were 
required  to  furnish  their  own  gar- 
bage cans.  They  bought  anything 
adaptable  that  was  not  too  costly, 
with  the  result  that  almost  every 
house  had  a  different  receptacle  for 
its  waste  matter.  The  situation  be- 
came unbearable,  and  In  1MI  the 
city  let  a  contract  for  fl.OOO  specially 
designed  garbage  containers  and 
compelled  their  use  by  householders. 
The  same  style  can  persists  today 
though  In  vastly  Increased  numbers 
Where  garbage  "bins'-  had  been  built 
of  brick  or  other  fireproof  material, 
thfir  use  was  compulsorlly  discon- 
tinued and  regular  collections  of 
garbage  on  fixed  days  waa  enforced. 
When  this  system  waa  started  It 
took  at  first  three  full  months  to 
clear  the  city  of  garbage  accumulat- 
ed in  r«  liars,  vacant  lota,  alleys  and 
anywhere  but  where  garbage  ought 
to  be  The  result  was  appreciable 
Immediately  in  better  health  con- 
ditions and  an  enormous  decrease  In 
the  plague  of  file*.

The  stable  question  was  next 
taken  In  hand.  Previously  t<»  this 
time  hundreds  of  horses  were  util- 
ised In  the  various  vocations  of  cltl- 
sens.  These  now  are  nearly  all 
gone,  but  their  very  numbers  at  the 
lime  constituted  a  serious  problem 
The  stables  were  often  situated 
adjacept  to  or  near  residences.  As 
these  were  unpaved.  had  wooden 
floors,  the  results  can  be  imagined 
even  If  they  are  not  remembered 
The  removal  of  the  decayed  wooden 
floors  never  Tailed  to  reveal  cesa 
pits,  manure  scattered  round  and 
kept  for  indefinite  periods  with  ter- 
rifically Insanitary  results  The  n> 
peat  was  a  veritable  plague  of  Egypt 
In  the  vicinity  of  these  stables,  while 
rats  and  other  vermin  abounded  in 
•heir  easy  hiding  places. 

By-laws  were  passed  compelling 
paving  stables  with  tiles  or  brick 
floors  and  connection  with  city 
seaers  Manure  pita  had  to  be  free 
of  leakage,  of  limited  capacity  and 
regularly  cleared  stable*  had  to  be 
well  lighted.  Thus  the  war  of  ex- 
termination of  unhygienic  rendi- 
tion* went  on  persistently.

Of  daffodils,  there  are  two 
clav-' •  thfl  lordly  King  Alfred  tvpe 
and  the  common  ktndi  of  our  fields 
and  gardens.  These  latter  repre- 
sent the  great  bulk  of  importations 
for  forcing,  In  Canada.  British  Co- 
lumbia excepted,  Uiese  bulbs  are 
forced  onoe  and  thrown  away  I 
am  certain  If  a  few  very  early  ship- 
ments of  generous  size  could  be 
placed  with  the  biggest  Eastern 
florist*  the  results  would  materially 
assist  our  local  growers.

TAXATION  IN  SAAN1CH 

8lr,— It  may  be  that  vacation  time. 
Picnic  season,  and  the  fact  that 
gardens  need  watering  possibly  ac- 
count for  the  apparent  lack  of  In- 
terest In  the  subject  of  taxation, 
but  the  hot  days  will  pass,  the  rains 
come,  and  the  question  of  taxation 
will  still  be  with  u*.  However.  It  Is 
encouraging  to  note  that  your  two 
correspondents.  Mr.  John  Dean  and 
Mr  William  M.  Taylor,  agree  on 
one  point-— (hat  of  a  fair  assessment 
of  values.  Of  course,  as  an  equitable 
assessment  roll  is  the  basis  of  all 
taxation  in  any  municipality,  it  fol- 
lows that  this  should  be  the  first 
objective.

r-NURINO  the  present  month  the 
I—'  sun  la  slowly  getting  more  to 
the  south,  changing  Its  northerly 
declination  from  18  degs  13  mini, 
on  August  1  to  8  degs.  33  mlns.  on 
the  last  day  of  the  month.  On 
August  I  the  sun  rose  at  4  47  a  m. 
and  set  at  7:51  p.m.:  on  the  last 
day  It  rises  at  5:27  am.  and  sets  at 
7:00  p  m.  Thus  at  the  close  of  the 
month  the  duration  of  sunlight  Is 
one  and  a  half  hours  leas  than  at 
the  beginning. 

New  moon  occurs  today,  and  full 
moon  will  be  on  the  20th.  It  does 
not  eclipse  any  of  the  bright  stars 
during  the  month.  The  planet  Mer- 
cury is  an  evening  star,  but  too  close 
to  the  sun  during  the  month  to  be 
visible.  Likewise  Mars,  which  sets 
about  8  pin,  The  planet  Saturn, 
with  Us  rtngs  opened  out  In  good 
position  for  observing,  comes  on  our 
meridian  about  8  o'clock  around  the 
middle  of  the  month.  For  those 
using  telescopes  Its  soutnerlv 
declination  will  mllita'e  against  the 
best  definition  of  the  planet's  disk 
Jupiter  at  the  middle  of  the  month 
Uses  about  midnight,  and  is  followed 
two  hours  later  by  the  brilliant 
Vrnu.i  These"  two  made  a  pretty 
pair  for  several  mornings  last 
month,  but  Venus  ha*  now  pushed 
a  couple  of  hours  eastward,  though 
remaining  of  the  same  northerly 
declination  as  Jupiter 

On  almost  any  clear  night  any 
one  observing  the  sky  for  a  few 
minutes  will  see  one  or  more  of

what  are  commonly  called  "shooting 
gtgn  They  are  particularly  num- 
erous during  the  Autumn  months, 
and  on  account  of  the  rotation  of 
the  earth  are  better  seen  during  the 
early  morning  hours  than  In  the 
evening 

At  certain  times  there  are  strik- 
ing displays,  located  In  particular 
portions  of  the  sky.  These  are 
considered  to  be  due  to  meteor 
swarms,  and  among  euch  the  Per- 
selds.  occurring  on  the  nights  of 
August  11  and  12.  are  well  worth 
watching  for  The  point  from 
which  these  shooting  stars  seem  to 
radiate  lies  low  in  the  northeast  in 
the  early  evening,  but  approaches 
the  zenith  towards  morning.  It  is 
known  that  those  flashes  are  caused 
bv  tiny  particles  of  Iron  or  stone 
impinging  on  our  atmosphere  and 
a  connection  has  been  established 
oe'^een  these  remnants  and  a 
comet  which  formerly  existed 

The  accompanying  star  chart 
portrays  the  aspect  of  the  heavens 
as  seen  at  11  p.m.  on  August  7.  or 
at  9  30  pm  on  August  29.  Due  to 
our  motion  around  the  sun  the  star 
groups  keep  shifting  westward  a 
little  each  day  so  that  they  appear 
In  the  same  place  about  four  min- 
utes earlier  each  day. 

A  very  prominent  Identification 
mark  on  thla  chart  is  the  Milky 
Way.  a  band  of  light  circling  the 
heavens  and  due  to  the  blended 
light  from  myriads  of  faint  stars. 
The  unlverae   extends    to  greater 


distances  in  the  direction  of  this 
milky  band  of  light  than  in  a  direc- 
tion at  right  angles  thereto;  conse- 
quently we  see  more  dlsuint  star* 
and  naturally  they  are  fainter 
About  the  middle  of  the  month  at 
10  30  p.m.  It  stretches  across  the 
heavens  roughly  from  northeast  to 
southwest,  being  divided  south  of 
the  equator  into  two  branches. 
Prominent  in  the  Milky  Way  at 
about  the  overhead  point  la  the 
constellation  Cygnus.  popularly 
known  as  the  Swan  or  Northern 
Cross.  The  long  arm  or  the  Cross 
parallels  the  Milky  Way.  with  the 
brightest  star  Alpha  Cygnl.  at  the 
top  and  a  double  stai .  Beta,  at  the 
foot 

Immediately  to  the  west  of 
Cygnus  la  the  constellation  Lyra, 
described  last  month,  and  farther 
west  the  constellation  Hercules,  a 
group  supposed  to  represent  a  giant 
kneeling  with  a  club  in  hla  uplifted 
arm 

Directly  to  the  south  of  Cygnus. 
and  moatiy  In  the  Milky  Way.  Is 
the  constellation  Aquila.  the  Eagle. 
Its  brightest  star,  bluish -whib*  m 
color,  is  called  Altalr.  by  which 
name  the  group  was  known  In  ear- 
liest times  Three  other  stars, 
somewhat  less  bright.  In  line  with 
Altalr.  makes  for  easy  identification 
of  the  group  It  was  in  this  group 
that  a  new  star  burst  Into  view  in 
June,  1918.  which  for  a  few  nights 
completely  outshone  all  "others  in 
the  sky. 
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Saanir.h.  Take  the  history  of

Mr  Pat- 
rtofc,  who  has  been  chairman  of  the 
building  cotiunlttee  of  the  Social 
Service  Sunshine  Camp,  reported 
that  the  buildings  were  now  fully 
completed,  and  he  was  given  a 
hearty  vote  of  thanks  for  his  very 
able  direction  of  this  work  Thanks 
were  also  expressed  to  the  public 
who  so  loyally  supported  this  cause 

The  group  at  present  in  camp 
comprises  nine  mothers  and  thirty - 
seven  children.  Every  bed  and  cot- 
tage la  fully  occupied  On  Tuesday 
there  will  be  a  change,  when  twelve 
mothers  and  thirty -seven  children 
will  be  taken  to  camp.  They  will 
remain  for  two  week*  and  will  be 
\ed  by  a  party  of  'teen-age 
gtrb.  whose  sports  wtU  be  supervised 
by  a  sports  ralstresa.

with  others  this  color  was  streaked 
with  black,  while  still  others  were  as 
sooty  as  the  veriest  Bthiope  ever 
shipped  from  Congo.  Their  cos- 
tumes were  still  more  varied  than 
the  hues  of  their  faces,  being  of  the 
most  diverse  and  fantastic  kind,  and 
evidently  aimed  at  producing  effect 
rather  than  harmony.  If  one  dis- 
played a  pair  of  bare  legs,  another 
made  up  for  "the  deficiency  by  wear- 
ing two  pairs  of  pants.  Some  wore 
hats,  some  caps,  and  some  a  kind  of 
turban  formed  with  a  handkerchief 
while  a  few  were  bareheaded  This 
headgear  was  usually  ornamented 
with  a  few  white  quills. 

NO  SIGN  OF  JOT 
"The  proceedings  throughout  were 
of  a  decidedly  grim  character,  and 
to  a  civilized  man.  suggestive  of  any- 
thing but  a  wedding.    Indeed,  the 


cheeks  painted  grotesquely,  their 
bodies  coaled  with  grease.  Occa- 
sionally they  were  frankly  hostile, 
and  the  /tightened  women  and  chil- 
dren passengers  were  hurried  below 
to  safety,  while  the  men  tried,  by 
pesceful  means  at  first,  but  some- 
times by  force,  to  rid  the  ihip  of  the 
undesirable  visitors.  Once  within 
the  shadow  of  Fort  Victoria,  how- 
ever, there  was  little  or  no  anxiety, 
and  the  new  settlers  might  satisfy 
their  curiosity  as  to  the  natives, 
their  mode  of  life,  their  language! 
their  ceremonies,  their  religion! 
without  fear  of  molestation.  The 
following  account  of  an  Indian  mar- 
riage celebration  among  the  Son- 
ghees  was  written  by  an  interested 
spectator  In  the  Summer  or  1161, 
fifteen  years  after  the  founding  of 
Port  Victoria: 

Tuesday  Morning.  August.  1 
"On  Sunday,  a  Utile  before  night, 
a  wild  and  swelling  chant  was  heard 
coming  over  the  waters  of  the  bay. 
In  its  cadence  It  resembled  the  song 
of  sailors  heaving  at  the  capstan, 
but  as  yet  none  could  tell  whence  It 
issued.  At  length  a  fleet  of  canoes, 
fourteen  in  number,  containing  from 
six  to  ten  Indians  each,  made  Its  ap- 
pearance suddenly,  and.  entering  the 
harbor,  directed  Its  course  toward 
the  Indian  village  on  the  shore  of 
the  inlet  opposite  the  town,  a  point 
toward  which  a  gTeat  proportion  of 
the  white  population  had  by  this 
time  directed  their  steps.  When 
within  a  few  yards  of  the  shore  the 
fleet  halted,  and  what  was  before  a 
monotonous  but  not  unmusical 
chant,  became  a  terrible  clatter,  to 
which  a  huge  tambourine  and  other 
rude  and  noisy  Instruments  were 
freely  piled,  the  leading  men  of  the 
party,  gesticulating  and  yelling  the 
while,  like  very  Corybantes.  For 
tome  time  we  were  pusxled  to  make 
cut  whether  this  was  a  pacific  or 
hostile  demonstration,  inasmuch  as 
he  strangers  were  all  armed,  each 
nan  having  a  musket  and  large 
dagger- like  knife,  which  he  freely 
brandished  as  if  anxious  for  an  im- 
mediate scrimmage.

THE  venerable  town  of  Bev- 
erley, still  capital  of  the 
east  riding  of  Yorkshire,  ha-' 
Just  celebrated  Its  800th  anni- 
versary The  charter  of  th* 
township  was  granted  in  1129 
by  Archbishop  Thurston,  one 
of  the  early  archbishops  of 
York,  but  this  was  only  ce- 
menting an  association  that 
goe.s  back  even  further,  for 
Beverley  has  had  a  church — 
an  oJT&hoot  from  York — for 
certainly  1,200  years.  Indeed 
the  charter  was  one  of  the 
first  to  be  received  by  any 
town  in  England,  and  was 
given  as  a  gesture  of  ad- 
miration at  Beverley's  prog- 
ress. Once  the  town  flourished 
as  a  cloth- weaving  place  Now 
much  of  the  cuounerciai  glory 
has  departed  —  filched  by  the 
newer,  though  Itself  venerable, 
neighbor.

Already  considerable  work  has  been  accom- 
plished.

Across  Sparks  Street  and  flanking  the  Rideau 
Canal,  where  the  old  Russell  Hotel  and  the- 
atre used  to  be.  Is  now  a  wide  open  space,  un- 
parked  as  yet.  for  the  work  of  demolition  has 

been  but  recently  completed.

A rchitee'-  re    I nnropriate 

^THUS  there  has  been  created  tight  in  the 
1  centre  of  the  city,  and  abutting  on  the 
Plaza,  where  Sparks  and  Wellington  Streets 
Join,  a  great  city  square.  For  the  first  time 
the  Parliament.  Buildings  have  a  setting 
worthy  of  them.  Along  the  canal  the  main 
highway  from  the  south  will  enter  the  city, 
and  in  the  square  will  be  erected  the  March 
War  Memorial.  The  area  will  be  parked,  and 
when  finished  should  be  a  place  of  dignity 
and  beauty. 

The  importance  of  the  Chateau  Laurier  in 
the  scheme  of  things  in  Ottawa  Is  that,  be- 
cause of  Its  site,  which  occupies  one  side  of 
this  great  new  public  square,  and  because  of 
the  part  it  plays  in  the  official  life  of  the 
capital.  It  is  something  more  than  a  hotel,  and 
seems  to  be  almost  an  official  place  of  hos- 
pitality This,  quite  apart  from  the  fact  that 
It  is  owned  and  operated  by  the  Canadian 
National  Railways,  and  Is  so  the  property  of 
the  nation. 

Few  hotels  anywhere  in  the  world  have  such 
a  magnificent  setting.  The  Chateau  owes  Its 
site  to  81r  Wilfrid  Laurier.  whose  name  It 
bears,  and  who.  In  1912.  realized  that  Ottawa 
not  only  needed  a  hotel  but  one  that  would 
bring  it  distinction.  Against  considerable  op- 
position, he  set  aside  park  lands  known  as 
Major  HuTs  Park,  which  was  beautifully 
wooded,  which  crowned  the  bluffs  of  the  Ot- 
tawa at  the  foot  of  the  Rldeaus  Canal,  and 
which  commanded  superb  views  of  the  Lau- 
rentian  Hills.  • 

Below  the  terraces  that  look  out  toward 
Parliament  Hill,  the  Rideau  Canal  drops  in  a 
MVtol  of  quaint  wooden  locks,  built  by  Royal 
Engineers  over  seventy-five  years  ago,  to  the 
placid  reaches  of  the  Ottawa  below  the  Chau 
dier  Fall*.  Surrounding  the  hotel  are  the 
lordly  trees  of  Major  Hills  Park.  From  its 
elevation  it  looks  out  on  and  lends  fine  char- 
acter to  the  new  public  gardens.  Opposite  It 
Is  the  Union  8tatlon.  an  excellent  example  of 
Renaissance  architecture. 

Along  the  east  side  Is  a  new  wide  street, 
across  which  Is  one  of  the  governmental  office 
buildings,  which  I  believe  Is  to  be  torn  down 


time  in  the  future.  When  this  happens, 
the  Chateau  will  be  entirely  surrounded  by 
park  lands,  and  surrounding  it,  at  consider- 
able distance,  of  course,  will  be  various  public 
buildings,  so  that  It  seems  to  be  not  a  private 
hostelry,  but  one  of  the  group  of  splendid 
public  structures  that  extends  from  the  new 
office  block  to  the  west  of  the  Parliament 
Buildings,  across  the  Rideau  to  the  archives 
and  the  royal  mint 
The  architecture  of  the  Chateau    is  most 


and  the  Parliament  Buildings,  but  it  seems  to 
suggest  a  Canadian  background  The  style 
used  Is  that  of  Chateau  district  In  France  to- 
ward the  close  of  the  medieval  period,  and 
recalls  almost  exactly  the  Chateau  of  Lang- 
cais  on  the  Loire  River  below  Tours. 

It  Is  of  grey  limestone,  rising  with  severe 
simplicity  to  a  corbelled  cornice  from  which 
.■spring  the  high  French  roofs,  and  the  rounded 
lines  of  turrets.  It  is  a  romantic  building, 
dignified  and  beautiful,  and  in  extending  it. 
the  architects  have  succeeded  In  making  the 
completed  whole  even  more  satisfactory  In 
mass  than  was  the  old  Chateau,  without  sac- 
rificing any  of  its  romantic  charm. 

Interior  Entirely  Remodeled 

QRIOINALLY  an  L- shaped  plan,  the  new 
extension  has  forced  a  U  shape  contain- 
ing over  550  bedrooms,  each  with  its  private 
bath,  and  giving  an  unusually  large  number  of 
public  rooms  of  various  kinds.  Entrances  are 
on  all  four  sides  and  are  so  arranged  that  the 
hotel's  functions  of  a  commercial  hotel  and  a 
place  for  semi-official  entertainment  on  a 
grandiose  scale  may  go  on  simultaneously 
without  the  one  interfering  with  the  other. 

The  Interior  of  the  hotel  has  been  com- 
pletely remodeled  on  the  lower  stories,  and  it 


The  Main  Dining-Room 


is  interesting  to  note  how  architectural  styles 
can  change  in  a  few  short  years  as  completely 
as  have  the  styles  in  women's  clothes.  The 
change  has  been  In  an  Identical  manner,  too. 
In  place  of  flounces,  billows  and  furbelos  of 
pre-war  days,  the  interior  decoration  is  re- 
strained and  simple.  Heavy  carved  ceilings 
with  four-foot  bracketed  cornices  have  given 
away  to  the  delicacy  of  Adam  decoration,  or 
to  the  simple  meeting  of  wall  and  beamed 
celling. 

Perhaps  the  most  amazing  feature  of  the 
new  hotel  is  the  proportion  devoted  to  bed- 
room space.  The  ground  floor,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  service  rooms  In  the  centre  of  the 
U  is  entirely  devoted  to  rooms  for  the  use  of 
the  public.    The  designer*  realized  that  the 


problem  was  not  one  of  designing  a  splendid 
modern  hotel,  but  that  the  lark  of  any.  place 
in  Ottawa  where  state  functions  might  be  held 
In  fitting  surroundings  must  be  eliminated 

As  a  result  there  Is  a  most  palatial  ballroom 
In  the  rear  of  the  hotel,  with  large  foyers,  en- 
trance lobbies,  arcaded  promenades  and  a 
huge  reception  room  en  *ulte  with  It.  Tills 
group  of  rooms  has  its  own  entrance  from 
Mackenzie  Avenue  separate  from  the  rest  of 
the  hotel.  The  decorative  note  Is  French 
Renaissance  executed  with  delicacy,  and  on 
the  ceilings  of  the  ballroom  and  the  drawing- 
room  are  some  exquisite  frescos. 

The  ballroom  could  comfortably  seat  1,500 
people,  and  connecting  with  It.  opposite  its 
entrance,  is  the  old  main  dining-room,  now 


the  banqueting -room  This  In  turn  connects 
with  the  old  peacock  alley,  which  Is  being 
done  over,  and  which  ruas  along  the  canal 
terrace.  . 

Two  rooms  on  Lhe  main  floor  are  of  partic- 
ular Interest — the  Jasper  Tea  Room  and  the 
main  dining-room  The  latter  is  an  elliptical 
room  reached  from  a  large  arcaded  loggia  with 
a  vaulted  celling,  and  la  on  a  lower  level 
From  the  loggia  vistas  of  this  room  are  seen 
framed  by  marble  piers,  and  in  the  early 
morning  when  the  sunlight  streams  through 
the  Ave  eastern  windows,  or  in  the  evening, 
when  skilful  indirect  lighting  illuminates  the 
room  with  a  peculiar  kind  of  shadowless  light. 
11  is  as  beautiful  a  room  as  can  be  found  In 
any  of  the  great  hotels  of  the  continent. 

The  color  scheme  Is  a  sort  of  fresh  apple 
green,  and  on  the  floor  is  a  daring  carpet 
which  seems  to  reflect  the  light  upward  so 
that  one  has  a  sensation  of  being  out-of- 
doors-  In  a  cool  wood.  At  either  end  of  the 
room  are  huge  mirrors  In  the  manner  of  the 
famous  Adam  brothers,  and  the  curving 
cornice  Is  supported  by  free  standing  column*. 

Across  the  loggia  Is  the  room  which  stands 
a  very  good  chance  of  becoming  one  of  the 
famous  rooms  of  Canada  because  It  Is  about 
the  only  Canadian  room  in  Canada,  and  be- 
cause it  is  beautiful.  Edwin  W.  Holgate.  a 
Montreal  artist,  has  executed  It  In  the  manner 
of  the  West  Coast  Indians,  the  people  of  the 
totem  poles,  strange  primitive  design  and 
coloring.  ' 

A  Heal  Canadian  Room 

CURROUNDING  a  fair  sized  dancing  floor  is 
a  row  of  totem  pole*  which  support  a 
barrel  vaulted  celling  In  deep  blue  and 
clustered  star  mist,  neyond  the  dancing  apace 
I*  a  tiled  floor,  on  which  are  set  chairs  and 
tables  in  the  same  decorative  scheme,  and  a 
dado  made  of  planked  oak.  finished  to  repre- 


sent jea-washed  oak.  shares  with  a  formalised 
landscape  mural  the  wall  surfaces.  At  one 
end  of  the  room  a  fall  of  water  splashes  into  a 
pool  lit  from  below  with  green  flood  light v 

The  furruture,  woodwork,  lanterns,  mtem 
poles  are  all  faithfully  in  the  spirit  of  the 
West  Coast,  the  coloring,  while  retaining  all 
the  flavor  of  the  primitive.  1*  so  skillful  and 
satisfying  that  it  will  never  pall  when  novelty 
has  worn  off,  and  altogether  Mr  Holgate  has 
proved  emphatically  the  capability  of  the 
native  artist  working  with  native  materials 
and  inspired  by  native  art.  forms  to  create  the 
distinguished  and  satisfying  It  seems  regret  - 
able  that  more  such  opportunities  are  not 
given  them 

The  other  rooms  on  the  ground  floor  include 
a  transportation  room,  where  the  natural 
resource*  along  the  National  Railways  will  be 
exhibited,  a  lofty  entrance  hall  of  oak  and 
stone  in  the  Elizabethan  manner,  a  writing 
lounge,  offices  and  a  new  music  room,  which  is 
said  to  have  admirable  accoustlc*.  The  music 
mom  Ifl  lit  by  huge  arched  windows  decorated 
with  frescoes,  and  has  a  graceful  proscenium 
at  one  end  It  gives  to  Ottawa  a  proper  set- 
ting for  chamber  music,  which  has  so  long 
been  lacking 

The  upstairs  section  of  the  house  Is  fur- 
nished in  the  luxurious  comfort  the  modem 
traveler  ha*  learnt  to  eipect  In  good  hotela. 
and  there  arc  Included  a  great  number  of  spe- 
cial suites  of  one  kind  and  another.  One  of 
these,  the  Quebec  Suite.  Is  for  formal  enter- 
taining on  a  large  scale,  and  I*  interesting  be- 
cause of  the  peculiar  flavor  of  habitant 
Quebec  caught  through  the  use  of  char- 
acteristic blue. 

Other  suite*  command  gorgeous  views  of  the 
Oatineau  Hill*,  and  have  been  designed  not 
only  to  serve  the  tourist  and  traveler,  but 
quite  evidently  as  apartments  for  members  of 
Parliament  while  the  House  Is  sitting 

The  service  portions  of  the  hotel  are  all 
grouped  in  the  centre  of  the  court  formed  by 
the  U  of  the  public  spaces.  They  are  usually 
simple  In  their  design,  and  every  place  where- 
in food  may  be  served  In  the  hotel  is  directly 
connected  to  them  Batteries  of  specially  de- 
signed and  controlled  refregerators  line  the 
tiled  wall*,  bakeries,  butcher  «hopa.  store 
room*,  are  conveniently  located,  and  so  re- 
markable I*  the  ventilation  that  one  may 
stand  in  front  of  the  long  tier  of  gas  range*  in 
comparative  comfort. 

Bo  that  the  exterior  beauty  of  the  hotel 
mipht  not  be  Injured  by  service  entrance*, 
where  trucks  of  supplies  and  b*KK*«e  would 
be  unloaded,  a  difference  in  level  has  been 
taken  advantage  of  to  build  a  service  tunnel, 
through  which  all  freight  enters  the  hotel 
and  whose  entrance  Is  a  block  away  on  an- 
other street. 

Altogether  the  Chateau  Laurier  not  only 
gives  to  Ottawa  hotel  accommodation  of  a 
character  It  has  long  felt  a  crying  need  for 
but  In  addition  adds  to  the  architectural  beau- 
Df  the  capital,  and  as  well  give*  one  nw 
building  In  which  the  people  of  the  Domtn 
ion  may  Justifiably  take  great  pride. 


Science  Leads  in  Studying  Crime  Detection 


■a.  -r ORTH WESTERN  University.  Chicago, 
l^kj  has  accepted  It*  committee's  report 
JL  w  recommending  that  a  crime  detection 
laboratory  be  established,  and  ha*  decided  on 
the  plan  of  organization.  Major  Calvin  Ood- 
dard,  firearm  and  ammunition  expert  of  New 
York,  is  indicated  as  the  probable  director  of 
the  laboratory.  He  was  called  to  Chicago  to 
Investigate  the  machine-gun  murders  known  as 
•the  North  Clark  Street  massacre"  Four 
European  universities  already  have  made  crime 
detection  part  of  their  teaching,  and  Soviet 
Russia  conduct*  a  State  laboratory  for  research 
Into  crime  *  causes  and  detection. 

Commenting  lately  on  the  gangster  violences 
In  Chicago  and  the  tragedy  In  the  rum -running 
depot.  Major  Ooddard  said  that  every  city 
should  have  a  crime  detection  laboratory. 

There  should  be.  he  said,  men  In  them  who 
made  themselves  familiar  with  every  type  of 
firearm,  every  type  of  ammunition — men  who 
could  look  at  powder  burns  and  tell  what  kind 
of  ammunition  had  been  used.  Experts  In 
handwriting,  typewriting,  men  who  could  tell 
the  height,  age,  sex.  speed  and  mental  develop- 
ment of  a  criminal  from  hi*  footprint  are  also 
needed,  according  to  the  Major 

"We  need  highly  trained  toxlcologl*t*. "  he 
added;  "men  who  can  analyze  and  determine 
II  they  are  bloodstains  and  whether  the  blood 
U  human  or  not;  who  can  analyze  aoll  residue; 
tell  rrom  the  dust  on  a  man  s  shoe*  whether  he 
was  In  the  part  of  Cook  County  he  claimed  to 
have  been  In    8uch  things  as  that  " 

Ooroner  Herman  Bundesen.  of  Chicago,  with 
whom  Major  Ooddard  I*  working,  said  he 
agreed  that  a  Bureau  of  Criminal  Research 
was  desirable 

The  Idea  of  such  a  bureau  is  not  new  Al- 
though such  Institution*  are  foreign  to  us, 
under  the  name  of  "criminalistics"  Europe  has 
made  crime  detection  a  science,  so  much  so. 
that  at  the  four  universities  of  Oras.  Luttlch. 
Bucharest  and  Lausanne  chairs  were  estab- 
lished long  ago  in  the  subject,  all  of  them  the 
outcome  of  the  work  done  in  Oermany  by  Dr. 
Hans  Oroas,  an  authority  on  matters  pertain- 
ing to  crime  HLs  uxtbook*.  and  especially  hi* 
"Manual  for  Examining  Judge*,"  are  still  wide- 
ly used. 

Oroas  began  his  career  a*  a  criminal  lawyer, 
mastered  chemistry  and  became  familiar  with 
all  of  the  branches  of  science  which  had  any 
relation  to  crime  and  crime  detection.  No  trick 
if  photography  was  unknown  to  him  and  the 
nost  Intricate  sign  writings,  of  which  the 
r*!mmais  of  hi*  time  were  so  fond,  were  an 
lpen  book  to  him. 

The  law*  which  arose  laid  down  for  hi* 
•tudenu  go  much  farther  than  thoaa  of  Major 
Joddard. 

"The  criminalist. '  said  Oroas,  "should  be  a 
inguLst.  and  a  draftsman;  he  should  know 
*hat  a  physician  can  tell  him,  what  he  should 
isk  him;  he  must  know  the  wiles  of  the 
oacher.  a*  well  a*  thoaw  of  the  stork 


lator;  he  should  discern  how  a  will  was  forged; 
and  what  was  the  sequence  of  event*  in  a  rail- 
way accident;  he  must  know  how  professional 
gamblers  cheat,  how  a  boiler  exploded,  and 
how  a  lying  horse  dealer  rejuvenated  a  broken- 
down  animal.  He  must  be  familiar  with  book- 
keeping, so  that  he  can  Intelligently  examine 
a  merchant's  account*,  he  must  understand  the 
Jargon  of  the  underworld  and  be  capable  of 
translating  cipher  message*.  He  must  know 
the  tools  and  methods  of  all  artisans," 

Oros*  contended  that  in  order  to  solve  a 
crime,  or  even  hope  to  solve  it.  the  detective 
had  to  deal  with  fact*  He  had  to  know  the 
way  the  mind  of  a  criminal  works  and  he  had 
to  be  able  to  use  every  tool  that  a  criminal 
use*  His  belief  In  thi*  theory  led  him  to  col- 
lect every  implement  that  was  used  in  the 
crimes  of  hi*  day— before  and  during  the 
World  War.  Hi*  museum  of  criminal  tool*  and 
paraphernalia  and  hi*  library  of  a  similar 
character  are  the  finest  of  such  private  collec- 
tion* in  the  world. 

If  Major  Ooddard  want*  a  picture  of  the  in- 
terior of  the  garage  on  the  day  of  the  murder, 
about  the  only  place  he  could  find  one  would 
be  In  the  newspaper  flies.  Oroas  considered  a 
topographical  mapping  and  photography  of  the 
scene  of  a  crime  indispensable.  A  camera  of 
the  type  invented  by  Bertlllon  Is  part  of  the 
equipment  of  every  European  criminalist.  The 
lens  Is  so  constructed  that.  It  forms  an  image  on 
the  sensitised  plate  at  a  fixed  focus,  the  nega- 
tive Is  mounted  on  cardboard  and  Bertlllon 
measurements  In  the  scale  of  four  hundredth* 
o(  an  Inch  are  applied  to  It.  The  exact  dis- 
tance between  any  two  object*  in  the  room  can 
be  measured  on  that  scale. 

If  a  European  detective  today  has  a  picture 
ol  a  man  taken  twenty  years  ago  and  one 
taken  recently,  he  may  wish  to  find  out  how 
the  suspect  looked  only  ten  years  ago  Oros* 
has  shown  him  how  to  do  this  He  modified 
Gallon's  method  of  composite  photography,  by 
which  an  average  picture  of  many  people  could 
be  made;  he  photographed  both  picture*  on 
the  same  plate  and  the  resultant  average  is 
said  to  be  the  man  as  he  looked  ten  year*  ago 

Oros*  contended  that  the  criminalist  should 
>i»ve  a  list  of  every  Important  fact  connected 
with  a  crime,  and  sample*  of  each  article  that 
might  have  any  bearing  on  the  faoU  gathered 
If  he  finds  a  grease  spot  he  should  ask  the 
chemist  for  an  explanation  of  the  constituent* 
He  should  have  at  his  call  physicians,  bacteri- 
ologist*, microscopic  expert*,  toxlcol oris tj*— ail 
of  the  men  whose  experience  In  the  various 
branches  of  human  knowledge  can  be  of  aid 
to  him. 

Ores*  was  not  an  Idle  theorist  He  was  aum- 
moned  to  aid  (n  almost  every  case  that  baf- 
fled the  Oennan  police.  A  drunken  man 
aroused  by  his  antics  the  Ire  of  a  dragoon  In  a 
Oennan  beer  garden.  The  soldier  drew  hi* 
saber  and  killed  the  man  The  men  known  to 
be  at  the  garden  at  the  time  of  the  crime 


questioned.  All  of  them  were  soldier*  and  none 
would  disclose  the  identity  of  the  culprit.  Gross 
was  asked  to  take  a  hand  in  the  case.  He  col- 
lected their  .sabers  and  examined  each  one  un- 
der the  mlcroacope.  He  found  no  trace  of 
blood,  but  he  did  And  a  piece  of  green  grass  on 
rnc  of  them  Then  he  found  the  grass  nearby 
on  which  the  sword  had  been  wiped,  and  pre- 
sented evidence  so  strong  that,  the  owner  or  the 
weapon  confessed  his  guilt. 

To  an  American  who  interviewed  him  Just 
before  his  death  Dr.  Oros*  laid  down  the  prin- 
ciple* that  must  be  adopted  If  the  crime  situa- 
tion Is  to  be  controlled 

"What  would  the  world  say."  he  asked,  "if  a 
physician  were  let  loose  on  the  community  with- 
out ever  ha ving  laid  eye*  on  a  sick  man?  What 
would  the  world  say  If  that  physician  had  read 
many  books  and  had  listened  to  many  lectures 
on  psychological  and  physiological  processes, 
but  had  never  witnessed  the  actual  processes 
at  work  in  the  human  body?  If  medicine*  and 
their  effect*  had  been  described  to  him.  but  he 
had  no  clinical  knowledge  of  healthy  and  dis- 
eased organisms? 

"Yet  this  Is  how  those  who  administer  the 
criminal  law  are  trained  Officials,  whether 
they  be  criminal  lawyers,  prosecuting  attor- 
neys, or  trial  Judges,  begin  their  careers  armed 
only  with  book  knowledge.  They  have  never 
seen  a  burglar  or  a  horse  thief;  they  know 
nothing  or  his  methods  except  what  they  have 
read  in  newspapers,  novels  or  law  reports.  No 
one  has  shown  them  a  Jimmy  or  a  set  of  skele- 
ton keys.  Of  a  criminal  s  mode  of  life,  or  hi* 
moral  code,  or  hi*  loves  and  hate*,  they  have 
not  the  raintest  conception.  How  a  rrimln.il 
talk*,  how  he  writes  and  think*,  how  he  I* 
psychologically  affected  In  prtson.  how  he  came 
Ui  be  a  criminal -all  these  and  more  they  do 
not  know. 

"I  have  mTtUen  many  books  and  papers  In 
years  past  to  prove  that  we  cannot  go  on  In 
the  old  ways  We  want  the  ract*  of  crime 
without  prejudice.  We  want  to  introduce  the 
methods  of  natural  science  In  the  study  of 
crime  -  the  laboratory  method  of  the  physicist 
who  actually  handle*  the  thing  he  studies  "

I  all  Is  Diversion 
In  Japan 

piREPLY- HUNTING,  moon-viewing,  cricket - 
concert  and  mushroom-gathering  parties 
are  popular  diversions  amongg  Japanese  In  the 
early  Fall.  Excursions  are  carried  out  with  all 
due  regard  to  form  and  ceremony,  and  their 
etiquette  Is  a*  ancient,  it  not  elaborate,  as  the 
ritual  of  the  esoteric  tea  ceremony  and  the 
art  of  the  schools  of  flower  arrangement 

Late  In  August  and  early  in  September 
picnics  are  held  at  dawn  to  watch  the  first 
buds  of  the  sacred  lotus  burst  Into  flower 
Shlnobazu  Pond,  at  Uyeno  Park,  In  Tokio.  I* 
a  favorite  lotus  rendezvous  Gorgeous  old 
temples  and  tombs  crown  the  height*;  rows 
of  tall  cherry  trees  line  tin  broad,  shady 
avenues,  while  in  a  hollow  Is  the  glistening  ex- 
panse of  the  Shlnobazu  Pond,  it*  surface 
covered  with  the  shining  green  ltlypada. 

At  dawn  crowds  gather  to  watch  the  gradual 
transformation  of  the  delicate  pale-green  buds 
into  riowers  or  creamy  white,  yellow,  lavender 
and  pale  pink,  till  the  whole  surface  of  the 
pool  is  covered  with  a  .starry  carpet  of  the 
flower  sacred  to  Buddha  -the  Lotus  of  the  Law 
—it*  white  blossoms  reurlng  their  pure,  deli- 
cate petals  above  the  dark  miasma  or  the 
swamp. 

Mushroom-hunting  was  a  favorite  sport  with 
the  ex-Empress  Dowager.  In  early  Fall  the 
dignified  lady,  with  her  court  attendants, 
would  rise  at  dawn  to  go  mushroom-picking  in 
the  country  meadows  outside  or  Tokio.  The 
party  would  don  special  costume*  of  scarlet 
silk  crepe  under- kimonos  <the  outer  kimono 
being  tucked  up  above  the  knees),  white  silk 
leggings,  .straw  sandals  and  broad -brimmed 
straw  coolie  hats.  The  mushrooms  would  be 
boiled  over  campflres  and  consumed  on  the 
spot  or  be  carried  home  in  reed  baskets 

Firefly-hunting  parties  are  favorite  diver- 
sion* on  Autumn  nights  on  liver  bank*  and 
in  public  flower  gardens.  Favorite  places  near 
Tokio  for  the  firefly  parties  are  Hyakka-en 
« Hundred  Flower  Garden)  at  MukoJlma.  on 
the  bank*  of  the  Sumida  River,  and  the  IrU 
gardens  at  Kb  mat*  Instead  of  glowing 
patches  of  purple  Irises,  the  ground  u  then 
covered  with  Autumn  flowers  and  grasses, 
flowering  bush -clover,  the  flower  or  September 

The  Mushi  Hanachl  Kwal  <In*ect  Setting- 
Free  Society)  holds  an  outing  in  the  pictur- 
esque Kamata  garden*.  Tea  house*,  miniature 
hills,  lakes  lacquer  bridges  and  irelllsed 
arbors  are  then  illuminated  with  festoon*  of 

The  fireflies  are  handed  to  the  guest*  In 
paper  bags.  They  are  set  free  in  Iridescent 
swarm*— darting  about,  making  myriad  point* 
of  fire  In  the  darkneaa  of  tree*  and  bushes.

Toxic  Chemicals  Tsed  in 
Paint  Proves  Death 
To  liarnacles 

HT  HE  United  8t*tes  army  has  declared  war 
<>n  the  lalRtacle,  *  persistent  enrnv,  ..I 
•(lit  -     At  in   .t  vrtr.s  of  experiments  m  the 
Ut"  ul   tlw  ("heiiuml  Wurt.ir.-  Si-rvl  . 

at  Rdeewood  Arsenal.  Md .  the  army  has  come 
forward  with  a  paint  which  promlaee  to  pre- 
Wtjtf  the  accumulation  of  the  crustaceans  on 
ships  bottoms.  The  fight  has  been  going  on 
for  years.  There  is  perhaps  scarcely  a  ship 
Bailing  the  seas  the  speed  of  which  Is  not  re- 
duced or  Its  fuel  consumption  increased  be- 
cause its  hull  has  become  foul  with  shells 

Barnacle  is  a  name  commonly  used  for  all 
marine  organisms  which  attach  themselves 
to  the  bottom  of  ships,  although  strictly  speak- 
ing the  barnacle  1*  but  one  of  a  number  of 
these  organisms.  It  la  a  conical-shaped  shell- 
fish, which  attaches  the  base  of  its  cone  to 
the  bottom  of  the  ship  Other  such  organisms 
are  the  hydroids.  which  look  like  glass  and 
hang  from  the  bottom;  the  tublarta.  which 
forma  hard  tubes  along  the  surface,  the 
aaeidtana.  which  cling  together  in  large 
clusters,  and  the  bryoaoa.  which  form  in  round. 
Hat  patches 

Huge  loss  Incurred 

IE  growths  may  accumulate  to  such  an 
extent  thai  they  project  several  inches  from 
the  hull,  but  even  when  they  extend  only  a 
small  fraction  of  an  Inch  they  materially  Im- 
pede the  ships  progress  The  increased  fuel 
consumption  of  a  vessel  sometimes  amounts  to 
twenty-five  per  ^en'.  according  to  navy  esti- 
mate*, while  of  the  fuel  consumed  on  all 
vessels  sailing  the  high  seas  it  Is  said  that 
about  t75.0O0.0OU  worth  la  wasted  each  year 
due  to  barnacles  Nor  does  this  estimate  In- 
clude losses  from  reduced  speed,  consequent 
delay  in  reaching  port  and  the  expense  In- 
volved in  dry-docking  the  ships  for  the  purpose 
of  cleaning  off  the  bottoms. 

Every  vessel  has  to  go  to  dry  dock  pertodl-  4 
cally  now.  The  length  of  the  dry-dock  period 
depends  upon  the  rapidity  and  extent  of  the 
growth  of  the  marine  organisms,  and  this  de- 
pends largely  upon  the  season  and  the  latitude 
In  the  tropics  the  growth  is  continuous,  where- 
as in  the  temperate  sones  the  fouling  normally 
occurs  only  in  the  Summer.  The  organisms 
abound  principally  near  the  shore,  very  few 
being  found  In  the  open  sea.  so  that  the  foul- 
ing starts  usually  while  vessels  are  In  the 
harbor  and  at  rest. 

Repelled  by  Toxics 

l/XTENSIVE  studies  have  been  made  to  de- 
termine the  nature  of  the  surface  for 
ahips  bottoms  which  would  be  unattractive 
as  a  place  of  residence  for  these  barnacles 
Surfaces  of  various  colors  and  smoothness, 
some  as  smooth  as  glass,  have  been  tried,  but 
it  has  been  found  that  the  physical  character- 
istics of  the  surface  is  a  matter  of  indifference 
to  the  barnacle,  it  has  been  found,  however, 
that  barnacles  are  repelled  by  certain  toxic 
chemicals,  and  the  Incorporation  of  these 
chemicals  In  ship-bottom  paints  gives  promise 
of  providing  a  solution  to  the  problem 

A  large  number  of  these  paints  containing 
toxic  chemicals  have  been  prepared  and  tested 
by  the  Chemical  Warfare  Service  and  then 
tried  out  by  the  navy.  The  paint  that  prom- 
ises the  solution  is  now  being  tried  out  on 
destroyers,  and  contains  as  it*  toxic  chemicals 
oxides  of  mercury  and  copper. 

The  new  paint  is  described  as  a  "hot  plastic 
paint."  consisting  essentially  of  coal  tar  and 
resin  in  addition  to  the  toxic  chemicals.  It 
is  supplied  in  a  melted  condition  and  solidi- 
fies on  cooling.

Nature, 
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AN  has  been  vainly  trying  for  so  long 
o  wrest  from  the  clouds  their  secret 
>f  making  rain  that  his  unsuccesful 
efforts  have  been  relegated  to  the  realm  of  the 
fantastic.  Today  all  this  promises  to  be 
changed,  however,  with  the  Invention  of  a 
•  portable  thunderstorm."  primarily  designed 
to  discover  Just  how  the  damaging  effects  of 
lightning  are  produced  and  how  they  can  be 
prevented  A  thorough  study  of  this  subject 
is  being  made  by  physicists  and  electrical  ex- 
perts, who,  in  a  series  of  elaborate  tests,  have 
learned  how  to  reproduce  in  miniature  the 
conditions  present  in  nature  just  before  a 
thunderstorm. 

Sclent  1st*  now  believe  that  they  are  very 
near  the  solution  of  a  secret  of  nature  which 
will  enable  them  to  -make  rain  to  order" 
Whether  or  not  rain  making  will  ever  be  placed 
on  a  practicable  basis,  man  has  apparently 
wrested  Its  secret  from  nature  Like  all  other 
scientific  discoveries  that  have  first  been  suc- 
cessfully worked  only  in  the  laboratory  and 
under  Ideal  conditions,  the  artificial  produc- 
tion of  rain  may  eventually  be  developed  to  the 
point  where  drouth  will  be  a  thing  of  the  past 
and  abundant  rainfall  assured  every  plot  of 
farm  land  in  the  world. 

For  some  time  scientists  have  produced 
miniature  thunderstorms  in  the  laboratory, 


but  now,  with  the  newest  electrical  invention 
the  portable  thunderstorm  on  wheels,  such 
effects  can  be  created  out-of-doors 

The  "portable  thunderstorm,  shown  in  one 
of  the  accompanying  Illustrations,  can  be 
hauled  behind  an  automobile,  like  a  trailer. 
It  Is  mounted  in  a  covered  cart,  and  the 
requisite  outfit  for  making  high-voltage  flashes 
of  lightning  employs  two  large  metal  balls. 
Between  these  balls  the  flashes  pass. 

Prof.  Charles  T.  Knlpp,  of  the  Department 
of  Physics  of  the  University  of  Illinois,  has 
demonstrated  by  experiment  how  scientists 
can  theoretically  cause  a  downpour  by  send- 
ing a  powerful  electrical  current  through 
water-saturated  air  during  a  falling  barometer 
to  Ionize  the  air. 

•  In  fact  that  is  what  happens  when  a  stroke 
of  lightning  brings  on  a  shower."  Prof.  Knlpp 
explains  The  practical  objection  to  this  plan 
is  the  Impossibility  of  getting  enough  elec- 
trical power  The  energy  in  a  stroke  of  light- 
ning traveling  between  a  cloud  and  the  earth 
a  half  mile  below  is  greater  than  the  current 
man  has  available!" 

To  explain  the  production  of  raindrops. 
:.cientlsta  used  to  nave  a  very  simple  theory 
The  air  fell  In  temperature,  water  was  formed; 
then  there  was  nothing  more  to  be  said  But 
modern  science  will  not  accept  this  explana- 
tion, as  it  does  not  cover  all  the  tacts  of  the 
case.  In  reality,  the  formation  of  every  single 
drop  of  rain  Is  subject  to  very  complicated 
factors,  as  shown  by  the  following  experi- 
ments: 

All  that  Is  needed  is  a  flask  closed  with  a 
cork  stopper,  through  which  a  glass  tube 
carrying  an  atomizer  bulb  pasaes. 

A  little  water  Is  placed  In  the  flask.  The 
bulb  is  pressed  strongly  together,  and  released 


[  se  Life-Prisoner  as 
Subject  in  Doctors* 
Experiment 

A  LEXANDER  VoUero,  who  is  under  life 
sentence  for  murder,  swallowed  two 
cameras  recently  In  the  clinic  building 
of  the  Sing  Sing.  NY,  prison  for  the  benefit 
of  about  100  physicians  and  surgeons,  as- 
sembled by  invitation  to  see  photographs  of 
VoUero*  stomach  taken  from  the  Inside  by 
flashlight. 

The  g astro  camera  apparatus  which  was 
used  Is  the  Invention  of  Frans  Oerard.  of 
Vienna  The  views  were  taken  by  Dr. 
Lawrence  Cremln,  of  Osslnlng.  When  the 
convict  had  swallowed  the  cameras  and  the 
illuminating  plant  all  Dr.  Cremln  had  to  do 
was  to  press  a  plunger,  similar  to  that  on  the 
tube  of  the  ordinary  camera,  and  sixteen  views 
of  the  Interior  of  the  subject  s  stomach  were 
recorded  on  the  films 

The  two  cameras  are  cylindrical  In  shape, 
about  two  inches  in  length  and  are  inclosed 
in  a  rubber  tube  about  five-eights  of  an  inch 
in  diameter,  through  which  runs  also  •  a  fine 
wire  covered  with  quartz  glass.  One  camera  Is 
at  the  end  of  the  tube  and  the  other  la 
several  inches  above  it. 

Between  them  the  tube  is  perforated  and 
when  the  plunger  Is  pressed  not  only  are  the 
shutters  of  the  cam  era.-*  operated  but  the  wire 
glows  with  6.000  candle  power,  cosily  Illumin- 
ating the  interior  of  the  subject  and  register- 
ing the  sixteen  exposures  on  the  tiny  films. 

VoUero  was  selected  as  subject  largely  be- 
cause he  was  afflicted  with  stomach  trouble 
and  It  was  thought  that  the  photographs 
would  show  the  result  of  the  treatment  and 
the  healing  process  which  now  is  going  on. 


to  take  Its  previous  form  This  brings  about 
sudden  increase  of  the  volume  of  air,  the  air 
saturated  with  vapor  of  water  expands  sud- 
denly within  the  flask.  This  expansion  cools 
the  air  in  the  flask  and  so  greatly  that  the 
later  vapor  condenses  to  a  visible  fog. 

When  s  raindrop  is  examined  under  a  hlgh- 
power  miscroscope  there  can  be  seen  In  it 
atmospheric  dust,  Inorganic  specks,  *>uch  as 
particles  of  soot.  ash.  little  crystals,  especially 
those  of  sea  salt,  and  alum,  but  above  all. 
numberless  sharp  siliceous  scales,  which,  when 
they  get  Into  the  lungs,  very  easily  occasion 
trouble  After  these  are  numerous  organic 
objects,  such  as  bits  of  cotton,  dried  cell's 
pollen  dust,  spores  and — dreadful  to  say — 
bacilli  and  bacteria.  But  to  quiet  any 
anxious  spirits,  the  fart  must  be  noted  that 
the  deal  elements  are  always  in  the  majority: 
some  experimenters,  by  extended  investigations 
among  a  hundred  million  dust  particles  have 
not  found  a  single  living  organism,  independ- 
ent of  the  fact  that  the  majority  of  these 
organisms  are  not  entirely  without  bad 
and  sometimes  are  of  use. 

Besides  this  common  dust,  there  is  a  special 
kind  of  dust  whose  constituents  have  a 
peculiarity  of  carrying  an  electric  charge 
These  particles  are  called  Ions  and  are  so 
small  that  they  can  only  be  identified  by  the 
electric  phenomena  which  they  exhibit,  as 
they  are  not  visible  through  any  miscroscope, 
no  matter  how  powerful.  These  ions  are 
present  in  much  higher  levels  of  the  air  than 
is  common  dust,  which  ordinarily  only  rises 
a  few  hundred  meters,  and  at  one  thousand 
meters  Is  almost  entirely  missing 

Scientists  explain  that  in  nature  expansion 
takes  place  when  the  moisture -laden  air  Is 
warmed  and  rises  from  the  earths  surface. 


As  It  ascends.  It  gradually  cools — one  degree 
for  every  300  feet.  When  It  reaches  what  Is 
caUed  the  '  dew  point."  the  water  vapor  forms 
a  cloud.  Exactly  what  is  the  temperature  of 
the  dew  point  depends  on  the  amount  of 
moisture,  the  higher  the  dew  point.  But  no 
matter  how  much  moisture  there  Is  In  the 
air  and  how  low  the  temperature,  there  can 
be  no  formation  of  cloud  and  no  precipitation 
unless  there  are  particles  of  dust  or  other 
nuclei  about  which  the  moisture  can  condense 
into  drops. 

One  of  Professor  Knlpp's  experiments, 
which  Victor  Rubin  describes  was  made  by 
introducing  tobacco  smoke  into  a  tiny  glass 
tube  containing  the  saturated  air  which  had 
been  expanded.  The  macroscopic  particles  of 
matter  which  form  the  smoke  were  large 
enough  for  the  water  to  form  so  that  Im- 
mediately drops  of.  water  ran  down  the  sides 
of  the  tube. 

In  another  experiment,  instead  of  Intro- 
ducing bits  of  dust  into  the  air,  Professor 
Knlpp  forced  the  saturated  air  to  pass  in  front 
of  a  bit  of  radioactive  substance.  This  sub- 
stance, radium  bromide,  sent  out  rays,  called 
alpha  rays,  which  have  the  peculiar  property 
of  splitting  up  the  air  into  tiny  electrically 
charged  particles.  And  these  charged  particles, 
acting  exactly  as  though  they  were  bits  of 
dust,  gave  the  water  vapor  the  nuclei  upon 
which  it  condensed  into  droplets. 

"The  idea  of  producing  rain  by  shooting  a 
cannon  into  humid  air  is  not  altogether  poppy- 
cock," Professor  Knlpp  says. 

"We  know  that  before  we  can  have  rain 
two  conditions  are  necessary:  first,  the  air 
must  be  supersaturated;  second,  It  must  con- 
tain particles  of  dust  on  which  the  drops  can 

form."

Repairing  ( )cean  (  able 
Requires  Patience 

And  skill 


D  EPAJRINO  an  ocean  cable  is  an  adventure 
calling  for  strong  men  who  have  the  pa- 
tience and  the  ability  to  withstand  repeated 
rebuffs  from  capricious  weather.  Although* 
cable  repairing  Is  a  highly  developed  profes- 
sion, experience  and  practical  science  have  not 
been  able  to  overcome  all  difficulties  at  all 
times. 

Ships  gTapple  for  hours  for  cables  sunk  in 
the  depths  of  ocean  mud.  and  often  when  they 
are  Jockeying  into  position  to  scoop  up  a  cable, 
a  sudden  squall  forces  them  to  abandon  their 
searrh.  They  place  a  buoy  about  the  point  at 
which  they  believe  the  cable  end  to  be  and 
their  ship  steams  around,  keeping  the  marker 
in  sight    Searchlights  are  used  at  night. 

After  a  ship  has  grappled  for  and  succeeded 
in  finding  the  cable,  raising  It  is  still  a  delicate 
task  The  slightest  error  in  Judgment  will 
cause  the  cable  to  snap,  and  the  work  of  weeks 
will  be  destroyed  The  feat  is  much  more  dif- 
ficult If  the  cable  Is  an  old  one. 

There  is  excitement  on  the  ship  when  the 
machine  which  registers  the  pressure  being  ex- 
erted on  the  grappler  indicates  that  the  cable 
has  been  caught.  Even  a  veteran  cable  re- 
pairer has  a  tense  moment  as  the  cable  is 
hauled  over  the  side  Every  one  la  at  his  post 
on  deck  ready  for  orders,  and  when  the  cap- 
tain shouts  Take  her  in  easy."  the  line  is 
pulled  In  slowly  and  passed  along  a  big  wheel 
on  the  bow.  It  goes  In  turn  under  and  over 
various  wheels  and  gears 

Some  of  the  men  meet  danger  in  controlling 
the  line,  reaching  over  the  side  and  thus  plac- 
ing themselves  in  a  position  to  be  pulled  over- 
board.

"jpWO  new  devices  have  been  brought  out 
by  a  leading  manufacturer  of  electrical 
equipment  which  will  add  to  the  convenience 
of  home  lighting  equipment  The  flnt  of  these 
is  the  switchtap  and  pilot  light  This  one  unit 
combines  a  switch,  an  outlet  and  a  warning 
light  A  plug  may  be  inserted  in  the  outlet 
which  is  then  given  a  quarter  turn  to  switch 
on  the  power  The  jewel  light  is  a  constant 
warning  that  the  light  is  on.  The  second  de- 
vice is  an  improved  type  of  pull  socket,  which 
has  a  simplified  mechanism  which  gives 
smooth  action  and  trouble-free  service.  It  has 
a  one-piece  porcelain  body,  a  simplified  ratchet 
mechanism  and  the  commutator  contact  Is 
from  one  piece  of  metal 


ClNCE  the  experiments  of  Professor  Adolph- 
Miethe  on  transmutation  were  discredited 
a  few  years  ago.  very  little  has  been  said  on 
the  subject.  Recently,  however,  results  of  ex- 
periments undertaken  at  the  suggestion  of 
Professor  R.  Mlllikan  and  carried  out  by  L. 
Thomasaen  were  published  in  The  Physical 
Review.  They  tend  to  show  still  further  that 
transmutation  with  low  energies  Is  most  un- 
likely. In  one  experiment  an  X-ray  tube  was 
used  and  the  attempt  was  made  to  detect 
changes  of  the  metal  of  the  target  as  a  result 
of  bombardment  with  electrons.  The  tube  was 
operated  at  a  peak  voltage  of  207.000  volts,  but 
no  change  was  found.  This  method  was  an 
excellent  one.  inasmuch  as  a  change  of  the 
metal  itself  could  be  detected  by  analyzing  the 
X-rays  from  the  tube 

Thus,  as  the  metal  remained  always  in  a 
vacuum  and  the  tube  was  never  opened  there 
was  no  danger  of  contamination 

The  author  also  repeated  the  work  of  Pro- 
feasor  Smits,  who  at  one  time  claimed  to  hare 
transmuted  lead  into  mercury  but  no  I 


of  the  change  could  be  found.  It  Is  now 
than  four  years  since  the  original  claims  of 
Miethe  were  made,  and  as  the  original  refu- 
tation made  by  The  Scientific  American 
has  been  everywnere  sustained.  It  la  evident 
that  much  higher  energies  than  those  now 
readily  obtained  must  be  used  If  transmutation 
of  the  heavier  elements  la  to  be  hoped  Tor.  It 
may  be  well  lo  state,  however,  that  trans- 
mution  of  the  lighter  elements  by  alpha  ray 
bombardment  from  radio-active  materials  is 
an  accomplished  fast.

Ask  Public  to  Report 

All  Meteors  Seen 

This  Year 

N  the  eve  of  the  1928  meteor  season  an 
invitation  lias  been  issued  to  the  public 
to  report  all    fireballs   and    large    metOOft,  1 
Hourly  counts  of  all  meteor*,  large  or  small, 
also  are  desired. 

The  lnvit.tion  was  made  by  the  president 
of  the  American  Meteor  Society.  Dr  Charles 
P  Olivier.  Professor  of  Astronomy  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Pennsylvania  The  data  requested 
are  for  gaming  u  better  understanding  of  the 
universe  outside  the  earth  and  of  the  earth's 
upper  atmosphere  Furthermore,  the  meteor 
reports  in  November  may  reveal  whether  an- 
other great  meteoric  shower  that  turns  night 
into  day  is  approaching. 

The  last  half  of  the  year  and  the  last  half 
of  the  night  is  the  best  time  to  see  meteors. 
The  annual  arrival  of  the  very  numerous 
Perseids  is  due  about  August  11.  In  mid- 
November,  particularly  the  14lh,  some  Leonid* 
will  appear.  The  Leonids  are  the  meteor 
swarms  that  for  centuries,  about  each  thirty- 
three  years,  have  furnished  a  shower  like  a 
rain  of  stars.  They  missed  the  earth  In  1898. 
They  are  due  again  in  1831  or  1B33  and  astrono- 
mers believe  the  earth  already  Is  near  enough 
to  the  edges  of  this  swarm  for  a  noticeable 
increase  of  meteors  about  mid-November. 

Astronomers  are  so  few  that  they  miss  moat 
of  the  meteors,  but  Dr.  Oliver  says  volunteers 
can  gather  readily  valuable  information  which 
astronomers  are  prepared  to  interpret 

"Any  meteor  larger  than  a  star  of  first 
magnitude  is  worth  reporting,"  the  invitation 
to  the  public  says.  "What  is  desired  most  of 
all  is  the  meteor  s  apparent  path  across  the 
sky.  The  stars  and  constellations  serve  as 
ready  reference  points  and  the  observer  should 
fix  the  meteor's  course  among  them  with  all 
the  precision  at  his  command  The  hour, 
minute  and  if  possible  the  second  of  the 
meteor  s  appearance  should  be  reported.  As 
a  mechanical  aid  in  fixing  the  course,  many 
observers  find  a  straight  ruler  or  stick  very 
helpful  The  moment  a  meteor  Is  seen  the 
ruler  is  held  at  arm's  length  parallel  to  the 
exact  path  among  the  stars. 

"If  a  tram  Is  visible,  it  should  be  reported 
with  its  duration,  which  sometimes  amounts 
to  several  minutes.  Likewise  sounds  of  ex- 
plosions. If  any.  should  be  described  and 
timed.  The  reports  should  be  mailed  to  the 
American  Meteor  Society.  Flower  Observatory. 
University  of  Pennsylvania. " 


Carving  in  Lead  ISeiv 
Hobby  of  Greatest 
Possibilities 

QARVINO  in  soft  lead  forms  a  fasclnsUng 
new  hobby  for  the  amateur  "sculptor."  It 
is  said  to  be  much  easier  than  wood,  for  ex- 
ample, as  lead  cannot  split,  and  If  a  piece  Is 
spoiled  It  can  be  melted  and  used  again 
Scraps  of  soft  lead  can  be  obtained  cheaply 
from  plumbers,  and  should  be  melted  down  in 
an  old  saucepan.  That  provides  a  nice  ingo; 
to  work  on.  The  tools  required  are  a  hammer, 
two  chisels— one  half  Inch,  the  other  three- 
quarter  Inch— a  small  gouge,  and  a  strong- 
bladed  pocket-knife. 

Two  or  three  simple  objects  should  first  be 
carved  to  accustom  the  carver  to  the  lead  and 
Its  response  to  the  tools  A  domino,  say  the 
five-three,  might  be  attempted  as  a  start. 

Hammer  a  piece  of  lead  one-half  inch 
thick  and  cut  off.  with  a  chisel,  a  piece  about 
three  inches  by  two  Inches.  On  that,  with  a 
ruler,  outline  a  domino  two  and  one-half  by 
one  inch.  Cut  along  the  outline,  and  there 
is  the  rough  domino.  Pile  and  emery-paper 
all  surfaces  smooth,  gouge  out  the  spots,  and 
sink  the  cross-line.  With  the  point  of  a  blade 
a  little  pattern  might  be  cut  round  the 
domino  Lead  lends  Itself  easily  to  such 
decoration  and  it  can  be  painted- 
Carving  from  the  block  lead  can  now  be 
attempted.  A  knocker,  to  be  fixed  to  a  door, 
forma  an  In  teres  ting  piece  of  work.  The  slab 
of  lead  should  be  five  inches  long,  one  inch 
thick,  and  two  inches  wide.  An  actual  knocker, 
or  a  sketch,  should  first  be  used  a*  a  model! 
but  later  original  designs  can  be  worked  out. 

The  knocker  must  be  carved,  by  first  shap- 
ing It  In  the  rough,  and  then,  with  chisel  and 
knife,  cutting  it  away,  bit  by  bit.  as  a  sculptor 
works  tn  marble.  Final  touches  are  done  by 
knife -scraping  Smoothing  la  done  by  sand- 
paper. 

A  small  ornamented  oblong,  one  inch  by  one 
and  a  half  Inches,  will  complete  the  Job.  The 
hinge  at  the  top  must,  be  made  by  boring 
through  the  lead,  inserting  a  wooden  axle, 
and  fixing  the  ends  in  leaden  slot*.  When 
aluminum  paint  I*  applied  the  knocker  looks 
like  silver.

He 
is  very  proud  of  this  decoration,  and  probably 
is  one  of  the  last  persons  to  receive  it.  as  it 
was  a  Russian  order  and  now  obsolete.  This 
reward  came  alter  the  wonderful  work  of  his 
battalion  at  the  second  battle  of  Yprea.  at 
which  he  was  wounded.  April  14.  1916. 

When  he  rejoined  the  "Tenth"  he  was  made 
lieutenant-colonel,  and.  later,  brigadier-general 
commanding  the  Ninth  Canadian  Infantry 
Brigade    He  received  the  D.8.O.  after  Vimy. 

While  in  France  General  Ormond.  then 
major,  had  a  horse  of  which  he  was  extremely 
fond.  This  horse  was  known  among  the  men 
as  "Dan  Two" — the  general's  name  is  Dan— 
and  his  owner  was  known  as  The  Galloping 
Major  "  When  his  men  saw  him  coming  up 
for  inspection  they  would  start  singing  this 
eong.  of  which  the  first  line  is  "Here  comes 
the  galloping  major."  General  Ormond  felt 
It  very  deeply  when  he  had  to  leave  "Dan 
Two"  behind,  but  the  animal  had  grown  old. 
and  would  not  be  allowed  into  Canada. 

General  Ormond  la  one  of  the  few  militia 
officers  who  were  given  a  high  command  in 
the  permanent  force  of  Canada  after  the  war. 
Young,  genial,  handsome,  he  looks  "every  inch 
a  soldier."  He  was  born  in  County  Kerry. 
Ireland-"*  Presbyterian,  not  United"  he  will 
explain -and  is  gifted  with  the  Irishman's 
keen  wit  and  sense  of  humor.  He  misses 
nothing  that  is  going  on.  and  is  very  apt  at 
repartee  A  friend,  meeting  him  recently  at  a 
"full  dress"  function,  remarked  that  he  looked 
very  splendid  with  his  array  of  medals  and 
decorations.  His  eyes  twinkled,  and  like  a 
flash  came  the  retort.  "Yes.  aren't  17  I'm 
all  dolled  up  like  a  prlxe  horse  st  a  country 
fair."  and  he  went  off,  laughing

CfR  Esme  Howard.  British  Ambassador  at 
Washington  and  dean  or  the  diplomatic 
corps  there  recently  caused  considerable  com- 
ment when  he  announced  that  no  future  im- 
portations of  liquor  by  the  British  Embassy 
would  be  made  during  his  term  of  office.  This 
was  later  modified  slightly  to  permit  the  re- 
ceipt of  a  number  of  shipments  that  had  start- 
ed on  their  Journey  before  the  ban  was  placed 
on  spirits,  but  these  are  the  last  wet  goods  that 
will  be  placed  in  the  Embassy  cellars. 

Sir  Esme  Howard  has  been  well  aware  of  the 
trend  of  the  times  as  regards  liquor  for  many 
years.  His  exalted  position  has  prevented  him 
from  voicing  opinions  which  would  surely  con- 
flict with  those  held  either  by  the  "drys"  or 
the  "wets."  but  this  has  not  kept  him  from 
making  an  occasional  ironical  observation  at 
Informal  gatherings. 

When  he  visited  the  PacfUc  Coast  a  couple 
of  years  ago  Sir  Esme  addressed  the  Canadian 
Club  in  Vancouver.  His  speech  dwelt  at  some 
length  on  International  amity  and  the  cordial 
relations  between  Canada  and  the  United 
States  The  Inevitable  reference  to  the  three- 
thouaand-mlle  boundary  line  without  a  fort  or 
u  cannon  had  to  be  delivered  with  the  usual 
impressive  effect  and  greeted  with  the  usual 
hearty  applause  And  then,  with  a  dry  smile. 
Sir  Esme  proceeded: 

"How  could  there  be  any  serious  trouble  be- 
tween these  two  great  nations?  There  are  no 
standing  armies  to  challenge  each  other;  there 
are  no  sentries  patrolling  to  and  fro;  there  are 
no  spies  on  evil  bent.  In  all  the  world's  his- 
tory, gentlemen,  there  Is  no  other  place  exact- 
ly like  the  forty-ninth  parallel  .  .  .  It  is 
the  only  International  boundary  line  that  is 
guarded  constantly  by  dead  soldiers!'  ■ 

The  roar  of  laughter  that  followed  this  sally 
showed  clearly  enough  that  all  the  members  of 
the  audience  recognised  'dead  soldiers"  as  a 
familiar  term  for  an  empty  liquor  bottle.  left 
behind  by  United  States  tourists  returning 
to  the  land  of  the  free.

Canada's  Envoy  in  Spain 


Truth  of  Noah's  Flood 
Proved  Excavator 
Claims 


^  British  M  ar  Minister 
Called  Dangerous

SENATOR  Raoul  Dandurand's  visit  to  Spain 
for  the  fifty  filth  council  of  the  League  of 
Nations  may  not  have  been  a  complete  suc- 
cess so  far  as  It  concerned  securing  the  adop- 
tflOB  of  his  programme  for  the  relief  of  sup- 
pressed and  oppressed  minorities.  In  fact  the 
Canadian  delegate's  original  proposals  were 
considerably  emasculated  by  the  time  the  com- 
mittee of  three  had  done  with  them 

But  It  was  as  an  "Apostle  of  His  People" 
that  the  envoy  from  Ottawa  played  a  Mellar 
role,  and  if  Spain  today- the  Spaniards  who 
read  the  Madrid.  Valencia.  Sevllla  and  Barce- 
lona newspapers— does  not  know  more  about 
Canada  than  ever  before,  n  is  neither  the  fault 
of  Senator  Dandurand  nor  the  newspapermen 
of  Spain. 

The  reason  for  the  fact  may  be  obscure,  but 
it  Is  nevertheless  a  fact  that  Senator  Dandu- 
rand was  perhaps  the  most  caricatured  mem- 
ber of  the  council  during  the  visit  to  Madrid. 
Also  he  was  subjected  to  innumerable  inter- 
views, and  his  activities  in  the  council's  de- 
bates were  consistently  chronicled.  With  Gua- 
tav  8tresemann,  trie  Canadian  delegate  natur- 
ally was  played  up  as  the  champion  of  minori- 
ties. As  a  representative  of  a  country  which 
Fpaln  sUll  regards  as  an  unexplored  wilderness 
somewhere  north  of  Estados  Unidos.  he  was 
far  more  interesting  than  the  statesmen  of 
Europe  with  whom  Bpanlsh  newspaper  readers 
came  in  contact  every  day. 

The  "unity"  of  the  French  and  English  ele- 
ments of  Canada,  which  was  explained  in  detail 
by  Senator  Dandurand  to  a  representative  of 
El  Sol.  the  phenomenon  of  the  survival  of  the 
Old  French"  language  in  certain  parts  of 
Quebec;  the  total  absence  of  minorities  in  the 
Dominion  despite  the  two  distinct  racial  ele- 
ments, the  geographical,  ethnological,  eco- 
nomic and  cultural  characteristics  of  Canada — 
all  these  subjects  were  featured  in  articles 
upon  Dandurand  and  Canada  that  appeared 
during  and  after  the  council  week.

Fear  of  Guernsey 
Witches 


King  find  Oueen  fried  to 
"Look  Their  Best" 
For  This  Man 


TJIGH  up  on  the  hills  of  Guernsey,  gazing 
out  across  the  English  Channel  towards 
the  coast  of  his  beautiful  France,  stands 
the  serene  figure  of  Victor  Hugo,  sculptured  In 
stone.  Silvery  locks  half-long,  broad  brow  and 
deep  steadfast  eyes  are  all  faithfully  modelled 
to  commemorate  the  great  man  of  letters  who 
spent  years  of  his  exile  In  the  fair  little  isle 
of  the  Channel.  Little  wonder  that  Guernsey 
folk  are  proud  to  tell  of  Victor  Hugo  living 
and  working  in  their  midst.  So  great  an  im- 
pression did  the  fine  statue  make  on  one 
small  Guernsey  lad  that  throughout  his  youth 
it  became  his  ideal  and  at  last  the  inspiration 
or  his  finest  artistic  achievement. 

Barry  Jones,  whose  beautirul  portrayal  or 
"Peter  Keegan"  In  Bernard  Shaw's  play,  "John 
Bull's  Other  Island."  during  its  presentation 
In  Canada  last  year,  modelled  his  part  rrotn 
the  Guernsey  statue  or  the  great  Frenchman. 

It  is  quite  true  that  Channel  Islanders  have 
the  special  girt  of  understanding,  penetration 
or  whatever  you  choose  to  call  that  ability  to 
"sec  beyond."  Prom  eariest  childhood  Barry 
Jones  was  familiar  with  the  lore  or  the  Islands, 
and  many  quaint  stories  he  tells  or  the  witches 
who  still  fly  about  of  a  Friday  evening  over  bis 
tiny  cottage  which  sits  at  the  top  of  a  trig  little 
hill  in  Guernsey.  His  head  was  still  charmed 
with  tales  of  witches  and  fairies  and  ghouls 
when  the  war  broke  out,  and  instead  of  record- 
ing them  as  he  had  intended  to  do  for  the 
future  children  of  Guernsey  he  clambered 
aboard  the  first  steamer  out  of  Port  Peter 
and  *pcnt  the  next  rive  years  m  France.  After 
that  Barry  Jones  felt  that  the  only  thing  he 
could  write  about  were  best  left  unwritten,  so 
he  came  to  Canada  and  commenced  his  stage 
career  by  touring  with  a  road  company  across 
the  Dominion. 

Since  then  he  has  made  an  enviable  name 
for  himself  on  Broadway  and  several  times 
toured  with  companies  in  Canaua.  It  Is  his 
intention  to  do  so  many  times  But  each  year 
he  returns  to  Le  Cattoroc,  the  tiny  cottage 
overlooking  the  sea.  and  this  Summer  not  the 
lairy  lore  but  the  ancient  relics  of  the  Pre- 
sume Age  on  the  island  are  claiming  his 
holiday  hours. 

A  few  weeks  ago,  while  digging  In  his 
garden.  Mr.  Jones  turned  up  an  ancient  spear- 
head, another  strange  stone  weapon  and  a 
coin  of  brass  which  he  duly  sent  to  the  arch- 
aeological authorities  and  while  awaiting  the 
report  on  his  find  he  admits  that  he  is  be- 
coming as  ardently  intrigued  with  the  history 
of  the  island  as  he  was  with  its  rabies  in  his 
youth. 

Charming  evidence  or  Guernsey  friendship 
tempered  with  superstition  is  to  be  learned 
from  an  incident  which  happened  Just  after 
Mr.  Jones  returned  from  France  to  take  up 
his  abode  in  his  newly  acquired  home. 

One  sunny  morning,  clad  in  old  khaki 
slacks  which  had  lost  their  youth  In  the  mud 
of  Flanders.  Barry  Jones  was  working  at  his 
cottage  door  A  long  low  whistle  attracted 
his  attention  and  he  goaed  down  the  hillside 
towards  a  frantically  waving  old  Islander  The 
younger  man  left  his  work  at  the  bidding 
of  hia  elderly  neighbor  and  approached  the 
agitated  figure. 

"You'll  never  be  staying  up  there  after 
dark."  said  the  old  fellow.  "There's  been 
nobody  but  the  cows  in  yon  wee  house  for 
nigh  on  five  years  and  the  witch  ladies  have 
had  things  all  their  own  way  You'd  best 
come  bide  with  me  till  the  morrow." 

I  goes*  if  my  sisters,  the  rows,  could  brave 
their  wrath  a  wicked  old  soldier  like  me 
•mould  not  hare  much  fear  of  the  naughty 
creature*"  replied  the  new  tenant,  and  afbsr 
further  fruitless  argument  the  old  gentleman 
went  off  shaking  his  head  and  mumbling 
•bout  how  the  war  had  changed  everything 
*nd  made  fools  of  mortals,  for  In  "his  day" 
the  bravest  of  men  would  not  have  dared  to 
the  wttchea  of

The  phone  at  the  studio  rang  one  afternoon 
shortly  after  luncheon  when  the  court  photog- 
rapher had  planned  a  few  hours  free  from 
sittings.  A  gentleman's  voice  said  quite  plead- 
ingly:

stars  have  risen,  and  some  whose  stars  have 
set. 

It  Is  characteristic  or  Spealght  that  his  fav- 
orite  portrait  Is  one  that  he  did  not  take  him- 
self. It  Is  a  snapshot  by  F.  V.  Vemey.  of  the 
Prince  of  Wales  In  rough  tweed  suit.  Fedora 
with  brim  down  turned— and  a  homely  briar 
pipe  between  the  royal  lips,  whose  smile  is  the 
most  famous  in  the  world.

\  I AKINO  history  out  or  legends  Is  Mr  C 
Leonard  Woolley*  Job.  As  leader  of  ttsfl 
joint  archaeological  expedition  or  the  British 
Museum  and  Philadelphia  University,  this 
young  Englishman  and  his  wire  escaped  the 
burst  water  pipes  and  frozen  gas  mains  of  a 
modern  London  Winter  by  digging  for  facts 
under  the  desert  sun  of  ancient  "Mespot"  to 
such  good  effect  that  Ur  of  the  Chaldee*  has 
been  brought  to  light  and  the  Sumerian  race 
rescued  from  oblivion 

An  interested  world  has  watched  the  lost  city 
of  Abraham  surrendering  its  secrets,  quarry  by 
quarry,  tomb  by  .tomb,  to  the  intense  enthusi- 
asm of  this  indefatigable  digger,  whose  series 
of  finds  are  almost  unparalleled  in  their  his- 
torical and  artiaUc  Importance. 

Now.  like  a  bomb  exploding  In  our  startled 
midst  cornea  the  romantic  Pact  of  the  Flood. 
Time  brings  some  strange  revenges,  but  surely 
none  in  recent  memory  Is  so  remarkable  as  the 
evidence  Mr.  Woolley  produces  that  the  most 
vivid  Bible  story  of  our  childhood  days  Is  his- 
torically true. 

This  same  story  had  lived  in  Sumerian  legend 
— and  Sumer  ahe  Shinar  of  Genesis'  is  the 
forerunner  of  all  the  old  world  civilizations;  it 
la  inscribed  on  the  tablets  of  clay  which  form 
the  great  GUgamesh  Epic  from  the  library  of 
Assur-Bani-Pal.  king  of  Assyria  (668  to  626 
B  C.»,  now  attracting  eager  parties  of  tourists 
to  certain  cases  in  the  British  Museum.  Final- 
ly the  well-known  oral  tradition  was  put  into 
writing  in  Palestine  and  enshrined  In  the  Pen- 
tateuch. 

Now.  thanks  to  the  Anglo-American  expe- 
dition headed  by  Mr.  Woolley.  the  lands 
watered  by  the  Tigris  and  Euphrates  have  sup- 
plied in  addition  to  the  earliest  known  Inscrip- 
tions, in  which  legend  almost  insensibly  gives 
place  to  chronicle,  direct  evidence  or  the  ract  of 
the  flood,  Noah  and  his  family  and-hl*  too. a 
traveling  northward  to  Ararat  in  a  boat  of 
timber,  caulked  with  pitch  and  furnished  with 
a  covered  deck,  have  come  alive! 

According  to  Mr.  Woolley.  a  definite  archae- 
ological gap  has  been  found  between  the  dis- 
coveries of  two  periods  The  oldest  levels  yet 
tapped  In  Southern  Mesopotamia  produce  a 
very  fine  painted  pottery.  This  first  period, 
ending  about  3300  B.C.,  shows  a  very  slight 
knowledge  of  copper  At  a  later  period  copper 
l£  fully  used  and  the  painting  of  pottery  has 
ceased. 

The  deposits  In  which  these  remains  are  pre- 
served are  divided  by  an  eight-foot  bank  of 
clay.  The  length  of  the  Interval  between  the 
two  periods  cannot  yet  be  determined,  but  Mr. 
Woolley  suggests  that  only  a  flood  of  unex- 
ampled magnitude  could  have  produced  that 
cleavage  of  clay. 

"However  much  tradition  may  have  magni- 
fied and  colored  the  account  of  the  flood."  he 
writes  In  his  fascinating  story  of  the  Sumer- 
ians.  "it  would  be  absurd  to  deny  the  ultimate- 
ly historical  character  of  a  story  which  bears 
on  Itself  the  stamp  of  truth;  the  details  har- 
monize so  perfectly  with  the  local  conditions 
of  the  southern  delta  that  only  here  could  the 
story  have  originated  Floods  arising  from 
various  causes  are  common  In  lower  Mesopo- 
tamia and  It  only  requires  just  such  a  combi- 
nation of  these  causes  acting  simultaneously  as 
Is  actually  described  in  the  legend  of  an  In- 
undation to  take  almost  the  same  proportions 
attributed  to  the  deluge  of  Noah's  day." 

The  British  Museum  authorities  claim  that 
Mr  Woolley*  u  the  first  actual  archeologtcal 
evidence  of  the  flood  ever  published.  This 
modest  explorer  Into  'the  distant  past  Is  rar 
too  scientific  a  scholar  to  regard  his  sugges- 
tion as  proved;  he  prefers  to  call 'it  "a  pointer." 
But  the  literary  evidence  is  so  strong  that  It  is 
not  now  generally  doubted  even  by  the  skeptics 
that  the -flood  actually  occurred. 

When  the  full  story  Is  known  the  romance  of 
areheological  discovery  will  almost  compensate 
for  the  silence  of  history.

Henderson,  wno  now 
reignr.  where  iSlr  Edward' 
Grey  and  Viscount  Curzonj 
once  ruled,  is  a  former 
Wesleyan  preacher  who 
gave  up  the  pulpit  for  trades  unionism  and 
then  gave  up  trades  unionism  for  politics. 
Grove,  portentous,  oracular,  he  never  quite 
got  away  from  his  early  training. 

He  is  known  as  "Uncle  Arthur"  In  the 
House  of  Commons  and  among  his  colleagues. 
He  Is  sixty-seven,  a  big  burly  North  Country  - 
man, born  in  Glasgow.  He  gained  his  political 
experience  as  an  elecUon  agent 

Among  the  rank  and  rile  of  his  party  he  has 
great  Influence.  He  produces  no  worrying  new 
ideas.  Is  plain  and  honest  and  cares  little  about 
originality.  He  keeps  well  within  the  mental 
calibre  of  the  average  man— unlike  Mr  Mac- 
Donald,  who  is  something  of  a  scholar  and 
philosopher  and  gets  beyond  ordinary  depth. 

Henderson  has  been  a  great  sitter  on  com- 
missions and  committees.  He  was  even  a 
member  of  the  royal  commission  on  Oxford 
and  Cambridge  Universities.  An  assiduous 
attender  at  conferences,  it  has  been  said  of 
him  that  he  has  reduced  to  a  fine  art  the 
conventional  conference  speech— a  long.  Im- 
pressive statement  of  sonorous  sound  which 
heals  differences  without  committing  the  In- 
discretion of  committing  anybody  irretrievably. 

Henderson  was  a  member  of  Lloyd  George's 
War  Cabinet.  Lloyd  George,  it  was  said, 
offered  him  the  post  as  a  "sop  to  Labor."  but. 
be  that  as  it  may.  he  made  a  good  Cabinet 
Minister.  Lloyd  George  sent  him  to  Russia 
as  a  special  British  envoy  after  the  Kerensky 
revolution.  Henderson.  It  is  said  by  hia 
enemies,  traveled  in  great  state,  was  received 
like  royalty  and  saw  light  and  salvation  In 
Russia.  It  la  added  that  he  not  only  did  not 
glimpse  the  coming  storm  of  Leninism,  but 
ignored  and  scoffed  the  warning  of  one  who 
had  glimpsed  it.  the  British  Ambassador  to 
Russia.  Perhaps  this  charge  Is  true.  But  If 
it  Is  true  Henderson  can  at  least  plead  that  hi 
sinned  in  good  company.  Mr  Lloyd  Oeorge. 
there  Is  reason  for  stating,  did  not  glimpse  the 
peril  either. 

When  Henderson  returned  from  Russia  he 
resigned  from  the  war  cabinet.  It  is  said 
that  he  could  not  follow  the  variations  of 
Lloyd  George,  that  he  did  not  like  what  he 
thought  to  be  Tory  Influences  m  the  Cabinet; 
but  at  any  rate  he  quit.  He  did  not,  how- 
ever, inflict  his  grievances  on  Parliament,  in- 
stead, he  went  on  a  tour  of  the  country,  get- 
ting into  touch  with  the  units  of  his  party  in 
their  local  organizations.  It  was  Henderson 
that  chiefly  organized  Labor  in  the  elections 
of  1922  and  1923. 

Henderson  is  a  pacifist  and  a  Socialist,  but 
cooid  not  be  extreme.  Indestructibly  dignified 
and  said  to  have  something  of  the  vanity  of 
one  of  his  great  predecessors  at  the  Foreign 
Office.  Lord  Curzon.  he  Is  a  moderate  man 
who  knows  the  necessity  of  compromise.  If 
Britain  or  the  Empire  gets  Into  trouble  during 
the  next  year  or  two  it  will  not  b?  because 
Arthur  Henderson,  as  Foreign  Minister,  wanted 
or  courted  war.  He  has  preached  and  r.-orked 
against  war  the  greater  part  of  his  life.

Of  Labor— Miss 

M.  Bondfield 

TP  anyone  had  told  your  grandmother  when 
I  she  was  a  little  girl  that  another  little 
girl  then  living  would  become  one  of  the 
rulers  of  the  British  Empire,  he  or  she  would 
have  been  thought  either  Insane  or  a  danger- 
ous dreamer.  Yet  within  fifty  years  this  Im- 
possible thing  has  come  to  pass. 

Margaret  Bondfield.  who.  fifty  years  ago.  was 
In  one  or  the  Inrant  schools  of  a  poor  district 
In  a  manufacturing  town  in  the  beautiful 
county  of  Somerset,  on  the  Bristol  Channel,  in 
the  southwest  of  England,  la  Minister  of 
Labor  In  the  new  cabinet  of  Mr  Ramsay  Mac- 
Donald  More  than  that,  there  are  not  many 
who  think  she  has  not  earned  a  right  to  fill 
one  of  the  highest  positions  In  the  land. 

Margaret  Bondfield.  who  Is  now  fifty-six 
years  of  age  la  the  daughter  of  a  lacemaker 
One  or  a  ramlly  of  eleven,  the  little  girl  had 
plenty  or  fun  to  Judge  by  her  pictures  which 
show  merry  wrinkles  «UU. 

She  learned  to  read  while  still  very  young, 
for  she  cannot  remember  when  she  did  not 
love  a  book.  Older  brothers  managed  to  get 
hold  of  copies  of  The  Boy's  Own.  and  her 
father  read  sermons,  and  it  is  told* of  Maggie 
that  when  she  got  a  chance  she  read  both. 
She.  herwlf.  remembers  that  she  loved  to  play 
out-of-doors  Like  other  English  children,  she 
went  to  school  very  young,  and  made  such 
good  use  of  her  time  that  she  earned  a  little 
money  as  assistant  In  a  boys'  school  when  she 
was  thirteen. 

As  a  child  of  eight  Maggie  gave  a  comic 
recitation  at  a  Sunday  school  entertainment 
She  remembers  that  she  wore  a  long  brown- 
stuff  frock  and  thai  her  shock  of  black  hair 
would  not  stay  smooth. 

Hard  times  must  have  come  to  the  lace- 
maker's  home  or.  perhaps,  the  breadwinner 
died,  for  the  mother  took  Margaret  to  the  great 
city  of  London  when  she  was  fourteen  and 
apprenticed  her  in  what  was  called  a  draper's, 
and  what  we  know  as  a  drygoods  store.  The 
little  shop  assistant  went  to  work  at  8  o'clock 
In  the  morning  and  did  not  leave  off  till  half- 
past  seven  at  night.  On  Saturdays  the  shop 
was  open  till  after  eleven. 

Por  all  Una.  Maggie  only  earned  $125  a  year. 
She  had  to  sleep  In  a  small  room  with  two  or 
three  other  girls  and  could  only  get  a  bath 
once  a  week  by  running  as  hard  as  she  could 
for  three-quarters  of  a  mile  to  the  public  bath- 
house. 

How  the  girl  found  time  to  read  and  think, 
as  weU  as  to  work.  Is  a  puxxle  to  those  who  to 
these  days  have  much  more  leisure.  That  the 
learned  ■  great  deal  we  know,  for  soon  after 
she  had  finished  her  apprenticeship.  Miss 
Bondfield  was  chosen  a  leader  of  the  newly- 
fanned  Shop  Assistants'  Union  and  began  to 
write  for  the  paper  the  union  published  If 
girls  everywhere  now  have  shorter  hours,  more 
healthy  surroundings  and  better  conditions  in 
the  shops.  It  is  owing  in  part  to  the  little 
woman  who  was  not  afraid  to  write  and  speak 
In  their  behalf 

There  are  now  in  the  great  dtle*  and  towns 
of  Oreat  Britain  comfortable  lodging  houses 
wftm  women  and  girls  can  real  at  night,  even 
if  they  are  poor  and  unknown,  it  was  not  so 
when  Miss  Bondfield  was  a  young  woman. 
Because,  she  was  unable  to  find  a  shelter  In  a 
city  when  she  arrived  alone  by  a  late  train. 


Miss  Bondfield  has  helped  to  arouse  the  con- 
sciences of  the  rich  and  powerful  to  a  great 
evil.  This  labor  leader  has  gone  on  writing 
and  speaking  and  working,  not  caring  much 
whether  she  pleased  or  displeased  others  if  she 
felt  sure  she  was  right.  She  has  earned  the 
name  of  Saint  Margaret  from  her  fellow  work- 
ers. Six  years  ago  Miss  Bondfield  was  elected 
chairman  of  the  general  council  or  the  British 
Trade  Union  Congress,  a  body  or  8.000.000 
workers.  A  few  m  on  ins  ago  she  was  made  a 
cabinet  minister  and  entrusted  with  the  man- 
agement of  the  state  affairs  of  the  vast  army 
of  BrltLih  laborers,  men  as  well  as  women. 

AU  this  and  more  has  been  gathered  from 
many  sources  and  retold  in  The  Literary  Di- 
gest or  July  27.  We  will  hope  that  the  little 
lady  who  has  overcome  so  many  and  such  great 
difficulties  will  prove  equal  to  the  heavy  task 
ahe  has  now  undertaken.

Pew  people  except  those  very  learned 
In  animal  lore  would  hesitate  to  say  that  the 
camel  carried  his  extra  supply  of  water  In  the 
humps  on  his  back  The  Arabian  camel  has 
one  of  these  and  his  cousin  of  the  great  desert 
or  Mongolia,  the  Bactrian  camel,  has  two. 

In  neither  case,  we  are  told  by  W.  p. 
Pycraft,  a  fellow  of  the  Zoological  Society, 
writing  in  The  Scientific  American  for 
Auguat.  is  water  carried  In  the  hump.  Yet.,  we 
all  know  that  the  camel  can  live  in  dry  and 
barren  places. 

What  then  la  the  use  of  the  hump  or  hum  pa? 
It  is  like  the  fat  of  bears  or.  for  that  matter, 
or  human  beings,  a  store  of  food  which  will 
keep  its  owner  alive  when  no  food  Is  to  be 
had.  The  hump  Is  filled  with  liquid  rat  or 
oil  and.  Mr.  Pycraft  tells  us.  "as  the  animals 
march,  under  the  biasing  sun.  for  days  on 
end.  this  store  is  drawn  upon  until  at  last 
the  lump  assume*,  a  flabby  condition,  a  mere 
bag  of  skin  and  fibre. 

Where  the  Water  Is  Stored 

V'KT  the  camel  does  carry  an  extra  supply 
of  water  Like  the  cow.  it  has  several 
chambers  In  Its  stomach,  and  In  one  of  these 
are  water  reus  that  can  be  closed  until  they 
are  needed.

[OT  many  of  our  young  people  learn  Oreek 
in  these  days  and  not  as  many  as  should 
read  the  fine  translations  of  Oreek  authors 
which  are  open  to  all.  This  Is  what  Professor 
Ollbert  Murray  said  a  short  time  ago  about 
the  people  or  ancient  Oreece.  It  la  worth 
thinking  about. 

Whereas  In  ancient  battles  the  quality  of 
the  men  mainly  decided  the  Issue,  now  it  was 
almost  entirely  decided  by  the  equipment 
That  emphasis  upon  equipment  dominated  our 
practical  daily  life.  and.  whatever  he  pre- 
tended, the  average  Intelligent  Westerner  did 
measure  civilization  by  material  standards. 

It  was  or  Incalculable  Importance  that  we 
should  be  reminded  of  the  fact  that  much  of 
the  noblest  poetry,  the  finest  thought  known 
to  the  world,  had  been  the  work  of  men  who 
had  no  explosives,  no  steam,  no  electricity,  no 
watches,  no  optical  glasses  or  scientific  Instru- 
ments; who  in  their  houses  knew  nothing  of 
plumbing,  and  when  traveling  carried  all  their 
possessions  on  a  small  donkey. 

Ancient  Oreece  was  a  standing  example  in 
human  history  or  the  combination  of  plain 
living  and  high  thinking,  or  of  a  civilization 
which,  judged  by  spiritual  standards,  was 
supremely  great,  and  judged  by  material 
standards  was  utterly  puny  and  poverty- 
stricken.

Those 
who  have  passed  all  the  test*  may  have  a  rest 
before  they  enter  the  high  school  or  the  uni- 
versity. Those  who  railed  In  one  or  mora  sub- 
jects have  still  a  chance  to  fit  themselves  ror 
promotion.  It  will  mean  hard  work,  but  their 
whole  attention  can  be  given  to  the  special 
subject. 

Some  have  failed  altogether.  Very  often,  but 
not  always,  it  is  their  own  fault  They  were 
idle  or  careless,  or  both  They  imagined  their 
teachers  could  do  their  work  for  them  and  so 
did  not  use  their  own  brains.  They  have  now 
had  a  bitter  lesson,  but  they  deserve  their  dis- 
appointment. It  may  be  they  are  young 
enough  to  be  sent  to  school  another  year  and 
will  do  better  next  year,  but  the  lost  time  can- 
not be  regained.  A  number  will  try  to  get 
work.  If  they  do  not  pay  more  attention  to 
'heir  Jobs  than  they  did  to  their  lessons  they 
will  fall  again  and  perhaps  again.  Life  U  not 
an  easy  master,  and  bad  habits  are  hard  to 
conquer 

Among  the  failures  are  some  who  have  hon- 
estly tried  to  do  their  best.  These  boys  and 
girls  have  worked  hard  They  honestly  tried 
snd  failed  Perhaps  the  lessons  were  too  hard 
for  them  Such  pupils  should  not  give  up.  If 
at  all  possible  they  ought  to  try  again  If  they 
must  leave  school,  their  honesty.  Industry  and 
perseverance  will  enable  them  to  make  a  suc- 
cess of  whatever  they  undertake  Everyone 
cannot  be  a  scholar,  but  there  is  work  some- 
where for  everyone  to  do. 

Examination  test*.  however  carefully 
planned,  do  not  cover  all  the  things  that  mat- 
ter most.  The  kindest,  most  unselfish,  most 
hclprul  lad  or  lass  U  not  always  at  the  top  of 
the  class  There  are  worse  failure*  than  these 
in  mathematics,  literature  or  Prench.

The  First  Needle* 


IT  is  not  perhaps  generally  known  that 
*  needle*  made  or  bone  were  being  used 
about  thirty  thousand  years  ago 

They  have  been  round  in  many  caves  in 
southern  Prance  and  elsewhere,  mingled  with 
flint  implement*  and  other  relics  left  by  a 
race  of  people  who  lived  toward  the  close 
of  Palaeolithic  times,  when  the  Oreat  Ice 
Age  was  waning  But  these  ancient  needles 
are  not  so  primitive  In  appearance  as  might 
be  Imagined.  They  are  thin  and  polished,  and 
are  provided  with  very  sharp  point*  and  small 
circular  eyea. 

Evidently  a  well-established  Industry  in 
needle- ma  king  was  In  vogue  even  tn  those 
days,  aa  large  piece*  of  sandstone  and  other 
hard  rock  have  been  discovered  with  grooves 
where  the  polishing  of  the  bone  took  place 

The  presence  of  needles  among  the  ruins 
of  an  ancient  civilisation  suggest*  that  clothes 
were  being  worn  by  people  of  the  Stone  Age, 
and  that  the  climate  was  cold  8 kins  of 
animate  would  be  the  material  used  for  the 
clothing,  and  wherever  the  site*  or  prehistoric 
encampment*  are  round  many  flint  implement* 
admirably  adapted  for  smoothing  and  pre- 
paring skins  are  unearthed 

The  sewing  of  the  skins  would  originally 
have  bean  accomplished  by  a  single  piercer, 
which  would  make  a  hole  through  which  a 
thread  of  some  kind  could  be  paaaed.  The 
making  of  an  eye  In  the  piercer  would  prob- 
ably not  occur  to  primitive  people  for  a  long 
time,  and  the  person  who  at  last  Invented  it 
was  no  doubt  regarded  as  a  great  discoverer 

Prom  the  Stone  Age  onward  the  art  of  mak- 
ing needle*  progressed  rapidly,  and  It  must 
have  been  a  great  advance  when  the  tirn 
metal  examples  were  produced -My

read  at  the  meeting  at  Capetown.  South 
Africa,  of  the  British  Association  for  the 
Advancement  of  Science  by  a  committee  that 
has  been  considering  educational  training  in 
aecondary  schools  for  overseas  life  The 
chalrmun  of  the  committee  Is  Sir  John  Russell, 
of  the  Rothampsted  Experimental  Station  at 
Harpenden.  England. 

"But  no  education  la  sound  that  does  not 
provide  some  liandwork,  especially  for  those 
who  can  learn  better  through  practical 
methods,"  the  report  said. 

In  concluding  Its  report  the  committee 
stated  the  chief  conclusions  to  which  their 
enquiry  bad  led  them,  as  follows: 

"When  properly  worked  the  introduction  of 
studies  on  soil,  the  growing  plant,  the  manage- 
ment and  utilization  of  the  soil  and  the 
broad  outlines  of  agriculture,  besides  giving 
boys  and  girls  the  kind  of  practical  training 
necessary  to  equip  them  not  only  for  life 
overseas  but  for  life  generally,  has  been  found 
to  raise  the  standard  of  attainment  in  other 
subjects. 

"Examinations  for  the  school  certificate 
should  be  modified  so  as  to  give  due  credit  to 
practical  training 

"There  is  need  for  a  continual  exploration  of 
the  whole  subject  of  school  curricula  with  re- 
gard to  the  incorporation  of  practical  subjects 
and  to  the  development  of  schemes  of  practical 
work  suitable  for  different  types  of  school- 
urban  as  well  as  country. 

"There  la  even  greater  need  for  a  thorough 
exploration  of  the  means  for  obtaining  teach- 
ers suitably  qualified  to  undertake  the  direc- 
tion of  these  practical  studies." 

The  committee  opened  Its  report  by  deplor- 
ing the  many  obstacles  to  the  study  of  agri- 
culture In  a  practical  way  in  the  secondary 
schools  of  the  United  Kingdom,  which  study 
It  considered  of  prime  Importance  in  the  train- 
ing of  boys  and  girls  destined  to  become 
settlers  in  the  overseas  dominions.  It  quoted 
a  report  received  from  British  Columbta:  "It 
has  been  established  by  years  of  observation 
that  even  the  most  promising  boys  who  leave 
the  Old  Land  to  go  into  rural  life  and  work 
In  the  overseas  dominions  have  not  always 
succeeded,  and  have  had  to  learn,  often  by 
disheartening  experience,  many  things  funda- 
mental to  such  life  and  work  they  might 
readily  have  learned  In  a  large  measure  in 
aecondary  schools  at.  home,  had  they  but  been 
given  the  opportunity  Boys  of  good  physique 
and  who  are  mentally  keen  and  of  good 
character  are  the  lads  for  overseas,  and  these 
should  be  given  special  training." 

The  chief  difficulties,  the  committee  pointed 
out,  to  the  acquirement  of  this  training  rn 
the  Old  Land  were  the  lack  of  a  sufficient 
number  of  suitable  teachers,  the  exactions  de- 
manded by  the  less  practical  subjects  on  the 
lime  of  the  classes,  and  the  total  inadequacy  of 
the  examination  system  as  at  present  obtain- 
ing for  testing  knowledge  In  the  practical 
sciences. 

Turning  to  the  information  received  from 
various  part*  of  the  Empire  the  committee  ex- 
plained the  situation  in  Ontario,  as  described 
In  a  report  of  the  Minister  of  Education, 
Premier  O.  Howard  Perguson.  on  the  function  - 
lUg  of  the  Agricultural  Instruction  Act  of  1913. 
which  provided  funds  for  agricultural  Instruc- 
tion In  the  recondary  schools. 

"The  chief  difficulty  in  introducing  and 
maintaining  classes  in  agriculture  is  lack 
of  qualified  teachers.'-  the  Ontario  report  said 
"Courses  are  provided  at  the  Ontario  Agri- 
cultural College,  covering  two  consecutive 
Summers  of  five  weeks  each.  Not  only  do 
these  courses  no  direct  the  rural  mind  at  an 
early  stage  and  therefore  produce  lasting  Im- 
pression but  they  assist  materially  In  showing 
how  farms  may  be  made  more  productive  and 
therefore  more  profitable,  thus  providing  the 
economic  incentive  necessary  for  happy  life 
on  a  form  . 

"The  course  taken  In  the  high  school."  the 
Ontario  Minister  said.  "Is  largely  the  deter- 
mining factor  as  to  whether  the  student 
eventually  becomes  a  teacher  or  not,  conse- 
quently one  of  the  causes  of  the  shortage  of 
teachers  has  its  roots  In  the  course  of  study  In 
the  high  school  And.  because  of  the  dominat- 
ing influence  of  the  university  in  lis  require- 
ments for  matriculation  In  the  various  branches 
of  college  work  leading  lo  a  degree  the  course 
of  study  In  high  school  Is  shaped  largely  by 
the  university  The  language  requirements 
make  so  large  demands  upon  the  time  of  the 
pupil  while  in  high  school  that  the  student 
finds  himself  unable  for  lack  of  time  and 
energy  to  carry  on  a  course  which  includes 
agriculture  or  household  mfUMf 

In  Ontario  at  the  present  time  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Minister  of  Education, 
agriculture  as  an  optional  subject  in  place  of 
physics  and  chemistry  Is  included  in  the  high 
school  course  and  a  four-year  course  of  agri- 
cultural studies  has  been  drawn  up  for  the 
high  schools  of  Ontario,  and  any  student  if 
he  desire*  It.  may  be  given  credit  for  this 
work  for  entrance  to  the  university,  the  normal 
college  or  the  Ontario  Agricultural  College 

In  British  Columbia  the  regular  two-year 
course  In  agriculture  is  now  carried  on  in 
twelve  high  schools  and  In  one  superior  school 
of  the  Province,  the  total  enrolment  for  the 
year  being  510.  an  Increase  of  fifty-three  over 
last  year  An  Introductory  course  in  science 
has  been  found  advantageous  as  an  introduc- 
tion to  the  study  of  agriculture  as  well  as 
other  branches  of  science,  and  ts  usually 
taught  by  an  agricultural  instructor 

"We  must  confess.  says  the  British 
Columbian  report,  "to  a  certain  amount  of 
surprise  at  the  remarkable  degree  of  success 
which  has  attended  the  study  of  agriculture 
bv  the  girls  in  our  various  high  schools  In 
the  .laasToom.  in  thi 


and  in  the  Judging  pavilions  they  have 
than  held  their  own  for  they  have  succeeded 
on  more  than  one  occasion  in  carrylngg  off 
the  premier  honors  In  examinations,  and  in 
agncultura!  Judging  compel lttana.  in  which 
more  boys  than  girls  participated." 

On  the  question  of  settlers  from  the  Old 
Land  the  report  from  British  Columbia  had 
to  remark  "It  is  i  matter  of  common  know- 
ledge that  a  large  percentage  of  the  men  and 
women  who  come  to  Canada  from  the  Old 
Land  either  come  directly  to  the  cities  or  soon 
gravitate  In  that  direction.  If  this  condition 
Is  to  be  changed  so  that  our  rural  districts 
are  to  become  more  largely  populated  as  the 
result  of  immigration  something  must  be  done 
to  develop  a  genuine  interest  In  agricultural 
science  as  applied  to  the  various  branches  of 
farming  amongst  young  people  of  the  Old 
Land  before  they  leave  school  or  before  they 
come  to  Canada. 

"It  la  difficult."  continues  the  report  from 
British  Columbia,  "even  under  the  most  care- 
ful instruction  for  young  people  to  form  a 
correct  picture  of  a  new  country  or  fully  to 
appreciate  the  conditions  to  be  met  with  in 
such  a  country,  not  having  seen  it  The  all- 
important  subject*  which  will  be  of  service  in 
this  connection  are  geography,  history  and 
literature. 

"The  elements  of  agricultural  science  as  well 
as  a  good  working  knowledge  for  girls  Is  al- 
most essential  to  contented  and  successful 
living  in  rural  homes.  This  doe>  not  mean 
that  an  influx  of  farmerettes  Is  wanted.  It 
does  mean  that  successful  rural  homes  depend 
to  a  large  extent  on  the  ability,  training,  and 
managerial  skill  of  the  housewife." 


FuU  Sheets  <>f  Foundation 
And  Why 

FOUNDATION  Is  used  for  four  reasons, 
namely,  for  the  production  of  strong 
combs  well  attached  to  their  frames,  to  save 
the  bees  energy  and  time  In  building  the 
combs,  to  ensure  a  maximum  number  of 
building  straight  combs  Only  by  using  full 
worker  cells,  and  to  encourage  the  bees  In 
sheets  of  foundation  can  all  these  alms  be 

There  are  a  few  beekeepers  who  still  adhere 
to  the  old  practice  of  supplying  the  bees  with 
"starters. "  because  It  seems  to  cost  less  and  is 
fairly  satisfactory.  The  alight  savin*  on 
initial  cost  la  poor  business,  for  by  so  doing, 
the  two"  most  Important  alms  for  giving 
foundation  are  defeated. 

In  the  first  place  the  bees  are  not  saved 
the  time  and  energy  that,  they  would  be  had 
rull  sheets  of  foundation  been  given.  It  Is 
commonly  understood  that  the  production  or 
wax  and  building  of  comb  takes  more  energy 
from  the  bees  than  the  production  of  honey; 
if  full  sheets  of  foundation  be  given,  then  the 
energy  of  the  bees  la  being  conserved  While 
the  bees  are  building  that  part  of  the  comb 
that  comprises  the  foundation  they  are  using 
time  that  might  otherwise  be  used  in  the 
storing  of  honey.  Purthermore,  It  requires 
about,  ten  or  twelve  pounds  of  honey  to  manu- 
facture a  pound  of  wax.  At  ten  cents  per 
pound  for  honey,  the  cost  of  making  a  pound 
of  wax  is  one  dollar  Foundation  can  be 
purr  hosed  for  about  seventy -two  cents  per 
pound. 

A  second  important  argument  In  favor  of 
supplying  the  bees  with  full  sheets  of  foun- 
dation is  that  they  will  then  build  the  entire 
comb  of  worker  cells.  A  great  many  combs 
built  from  starters  contain  a  considerable  pro- 
portion of  cells  for  the  rearing  of  unproductive 
drones. 

There  Is  no  doubt  whatever  that  beekeepers 
are  will  advised  to  use  full  sheets  of  foun- 
dation.

Honey  and  Bees 


By  P.  A  GREENWOOD 

|T  has  been  shown  that  honey  Is  a  wonfierful 
medicine  in  many  unknown  ways,  and 
comes  as  a  boon  to  those  who  have  been 
warned  not  to  use  cane  sugar  To  those  suf- 
renng  from  kidney  trouble,  dyspepsia,  consti- 
pation and  various  forms  of  digestive  troubles, 
as  well  as  acidity,  it  is  surprising  to  find  so 
many  people  who  do  not  even  know  the  value 
of  honey. 

The  present  erase  for  candles  and  choco- 
lates of  all  kinds  Is  being  found  to  bring  a  long 
train  of  Ills  and  disorders  in  its  wake.  The 
craving  for  sweets  of  some  kind  shows  there  is 
a  read  need  In  the  system  for  some  sort  of 
sweetening  agent.  It  is  not  generally  known 
that  cane  sugar  cannot  be  assimilated  by  the 
stomach  until  it  Is  changed  Into  grape  sugar 
by  digestive  processes,  and  when  the  stomach 
falls  to  perform  this  work  the  kidneys  suffer. 
On  the  other  hand,  honey  needs  no  further  di- 
gestion, having  undergone  this  wonderful 
process  in  the  hive  by  the  bees  The  digestive 
organs  have  nothing  whatever  to  do  and  the 
honey  is  absorbed  directly  into  the  system.  If 
honey,  then,  took  the  place  of  sugar,  our  diges- 
tive machinery  has  a  rest,  and  Is  saved  unnec- 
essary work,  and  those  sufrertng  from  any  or 
the  various  bad  after-effects  of  sweet  eating 
would  certainly  find  no  difficulty  whatever  If 
honey  was  the  sweet  used. 

\  aluv  of  Honey 

"T*HE  virtues  of  honey  were  well  known  and 
and  recognized  thousands  or  years  ago. 
both  as  rood  and  medicine,  and  it  Is  only 
within  the  last  century  or  so  that  its  wonders 
have  been  lost  sight  or  owing  to  the  discovery 
of  cane  sugar  refinery  Does  It  not  stand  to 
reason  that  a  predigested  sweetening  for 
babies  food  is  incomparably  superior  to  one 
which  needs  hard  work  by  the  delicate  diges- 
tive organs  of  a  baby,  which  organs  have  as  a 
rule  quite  as  much,  and  often  too  much,  to  do 
to  digest  the  milk  alone.  How  often  it  Is  round 
that  certain  milk  ts  doing  baby  more  harm 
than  good,  and  by  the  time  a  satisfactory  milk 
is  round  the  little  rrame  has  lost  riesh  and  the 
digestive  organs  are  all  out  or  gear,  ir  honey 
had  been  used  with  the  milk,  that  at  least 
would  be  absorbed  directly  into  the  system  and 
would  act  as  a  rood  itself. 

Nowadays  countless  manufactured  foods  are 
brought  to  our  notice,  and  by  the  persistence 
of  the  advertising  they  become  household 
necessities.  Honey,  being  Nature's  product, 
should  need  no  advertisement;  but  it  Is  scarce- 
ly belleveable  how  little  Is  really  known  of  Its 
virtues  and  qualities  by  the  general  public. 
How  often  we  hear  people  say  they  only  buy 
honey  In  small  quantities  as  it  does  not  keep. 
They  think  as  soon  as  it  granulates  it  is  spoil- 
ing, and  H  you  have  had  charge  of  a  honey 
exhibit  at  any  large  exhibition  or  ralr  you  can 
only  then  realize  the  colossal  ignorance  with 
regard  to  honey  in  the  public  mind.  Par  rrom 
spoiling,  this  is  Natures  way  or  preserving 
Phis  wonderful  product  of  Nature.  No  tiresome 
processing,  high  pressure  steaming  and  boiling. 
a>  is  required  for  fruit  and  vegetables,  but  a 
gradual  natural  process  which  fakes  place  In 
the  already  sealed  Jar.  which  is  all  that  is 
necessary  to  preserve  It  Indefinitely  Unlike 
other  preserved  foods,  which  have  to  be  emp- 
tied out  of  the  container  Immediately  after 
opening  and  consumed  as  soon  as  possible, 
honey  can  be  used  as  required;  and  even  If 
brought  to  the  liquid  state  and  used  by  degrees, 
the  remainder  will  again  revert  in  time  to  the 
granulated  preservative  stage,  and  If  kept 
right  I  v  corked  will  again  be  sufflclrntly  pro- 
cessed" to  be  put  away  as  before

Contracts  for  Wool  ire 

Regarded  Favorably 

"'T'HE  general  attitude  in  regard  to  the 
proposal  to  handle  wool  on  a  contract 
basm  seems  to  be  highly  favorable  so  far 
This  opinion  Is  based  upon  the  results  already 
recured  In  Eastern  Canada  where  there  has 
not  been  the  same  Intensive  education  th  co- 
operation as  there  has  In  the  West  and  where 
the  "pool  idea"  Is  not  so  generally  known, 
states  an  official  or  the  Canadian  Co-operative 
Wool  Orowers  In  connection  with  the  campaign 
recently  launched  by  that  organization  to 
sign  up  three  million  pounds  of  wool.  "There 
Is  a  most  persistent  opinion  among  growers 
that  the  new  method  of  handling  to  be 
adopted  the  season  following  the  sign  up  of 
the  three  million  pounds,  or  slightly  under  the 
annual  average  handled  by  this  growers"  orga- 
nisation, will  eliminate  the  in  and  outer"  who 
has  been  riding  on  the  co-operative  wagon 
only  when  he  had  nothing  else  to  do." 

Pressure  for  a  change  In  the  collection  or 
wool  throughout  this  country  has  come  rrom 
the  growers  themselves.  They  claim  that  the 
success  of  the  contract  or  marketing  agree- 
ment system  of  co-operative  marketing  has 
now  been  well  demonstrated  and  is  part  of 
the  machinery  of  most  stable  organizations  of 
this  kind.  Delegates  at  the  recent  annuel 
meeting  of  the  wool  growers  were  firmly  of 
the  opinion  that  there  would  be  little  difficulty 
In  signing  up  the  necessary  volume,  and  the 
results  so  for  In  the  Dominion  campaign  under- 
way would  tend  to  conrirm  their  views. 

This  sign  up  of  course  will  have  no  effect 
on  the  present  season  as  the  rirst  or  the  1639 
clip  ts  already  arriving  at  Weston  In  tact. 
In  the  resolution  approving  of  the  new  policy, 
it  was  stipulated  that  contract  selling  will 
only  be  adopted  when  the  3.000.000  pound 
volume  has  been  assured  Once  that  amount 
Is  assured,  however.  It  Is  "understood  that 
any  grower's  wool  over  and  above  that 
specified  amount  be  handled  only  under  con- 
tract."

Protection  of  Rose 

Foliage 

^,OOD  foliage  Is  essential  to  the  production 
v  7  of  good  roses  and.  moreover,  good  foliage 
Is  desirable  In  a  rose  garden  because  of  Its 
appearance.  Leaves  which  are  mildewed, 
spotted  or  partly  eaten  by  Insects  take  away 
very  much  of  the  attractiveness  or  a  rose 
garden.  The  easiest  Insect  to  control  Is  the 
rose  slug,  a  gTeen  caterpillar,  which  does  not 
usually  appear  in  great  numbers  but  which 
works  on  the  underside  of  the  leave*  and  eats 
out  pieces.  These  may  be  picked  nff  bv  hand 
when  but-hes  are  rew.  but  the  Mirest  way  is 
to  spray  with  arsenate  of  lead  In  the  pro- 
portion or  four  ounces  to  ten  gallons  or  water 
The  aphis,  or  green  fly.  is  often  troublesome, 
as  is  also  the  leaf  hopper  These  suck  the  Juice 
rrom  the  foliage  and  must  be  killed  by  contact 
Nicotine  r.ulphate  is  a  good  remedy  ror  these 
and  the  addition  or  hair  a  pound  or  an  oily 
sonp  to  each  ten  gallons  of  solution  will  make 
It  more  effective.  Red  spiders  may  be  removed 
by  a  strong  lorce  or  water  against  the  under- 
side or  the  leaves.  The  black  spot  causes  much 
defoliation  of  roses.  This  dlsea.se  Is  seen  as 
spots  on  the  leaves  In  early  Summer  The  best 
known  remedy  ror  this  Is  a  mixture  or  Towers 
of  sulphur,  nine  parts,  arsenate  or  lead,  one 
port.  The  sulphur  should  be  fine.  This 
mixture  should  be  dusted  on  the  plants  as 
soon  as  they  are  in  rull  foliage  and  berore  the 
black  spot  Is  noticed,  repeating  again  several 
times  at  Intervals  or  about  ten  days.  This  U 
effective  against  powdery  mildew  also  If 
spraying  Is  begun  early  In  the  season  there 
should  be  good  foliage  and  abundant  bloom

^JANY  readers  of  these  notes  are  building 
large  flock  house*,  holding  rrom  twenty  - 
five  to  100  birds  each,  and  we  rind  that  they 
orten  experience  some  trouble  in  regard  to 
perching  accommodation  It  Is  at  once  ob- 
vious that  one  cannot  run  one  long  perch  from 
end  to  end  of  the  house  as  Is  done  in  the 
houses  up  to  twelve  leet  long  You  must  first 
or  all  decide  ror  how  many  birds  you  have  to 
find  perching  room.  If  the  house  Is  over 
twelve  feet  long  the  best  plan  Is  to  divide  the 
back  off  by  partitions — this  <  1 »  to  prevent 
fighting  for  and  crowding  on  the  perches,  and 
1 2>.  to  mitigate  the  danger  or  night  draughts 

Now.  supposing  we  have  a  house  rourteen 
rect  long  "quite  a  common  size),  and  It  Is 
divided  into  two  compartments  by  one  par- 
tition, and.  In  this  house  we  have  to  Bleep 
forty-five  layers.  To  allow  nine  Inches  room 
for  each  bird  on  the  perch  Is  ample,  and  this 
means  that  the  length  will  take  about  eighteen 
birds  To  get  forty-five  In.  then  we  shall 
want  three  lengths,  so  that  \a  each  compart- 
ment we  shall  require  to  fit  up  three  perches. 
Contrary  to  old  belief,  the  perches  must  be  all 
on  the  same  level,  and  lor  the  sake  of  cleanli- 
ness, a  dropping  board  should  be  fixed  up 
first.  This  should  be  of  three-quarter  Inch 
tongue  and  grooved  boards,  fitted  with  the 
flush-side  upwards  so  that  there  are  no  cracks 
into  which  the  filth  can  accumulate  The  width 
of  a  dropping  board  ror  one  perch  should  be 
rifteen  inches,  and  then  it  will  catch  all  night 
excreta,  no  matter  in  which  direction  the 
birds  face.  Por  two  perches  the  dropping  - 
board  should  be  two  and  one-half  feet  wide, 
ond  for  three  perches  about  three  and  one-hair 
feet  wide.  The  perch -holders  are  the  next 
to  consider,  and  the  cheapest  are  made  of 
wood  These  are  planks  turned  edgeways  with 
the  perch  sockets  fitted  to  them  and  they 
should  not  be  further  than  six  feet  apart.  The 
perches  themselves  should  be  of  two-inch  by 
one  and  one-hair-inch  wood,  rounded  off  at 
the  top  to  give  ease  to  the  birds'  taet.  The 
perches  should  not  be  fixed  Into  the  sockets, 
but  only  rested  In  them.  In  order  that  they 
may  be  moved  for  thorough  cleaning.  The 
back  perch  should  be  at  least  two  feet  rrom 
the  back  of  the  house  and  the  remainder  of 
the  perches  rourteen  Inches  apart  rrom  each 
other.  Such  a  "battery"  of  perches  spells 
night  comfort  and  serves  to  ward  ofr  the  evils 
or  fighting,  high  jumping,  night  draughts  and 
promotes  cleanliness  and  health  generally. 

Teaching  Young  Pullet*  to  I  h 

V VfrlEN  young  birds  are  rirst  introduced  to 
a  roost  provided  with    perches   it  is 
usually  found  that  several  or  them  obstinately 
refuse  to  take  to  those  perches,  preferring  lo 


sleep  on  the  rioor.  The  careless  man  says, 
"Oh.  let  them  stay  there,  they  will  soon  find 
their  way  up  or  their  own  accord  '  The  wise 
man.  on  the  contrary,  realises  that  it  Is  bad 
ror  growing  birds  to  sleep  on  the  rioor.  where 
they  are  exposed  to  draughts,  to  the  odors 
rrom  cropping*  and  so  on  He  accordingly 
proceeds  lo  give  them  a  le&son  in  perching. 
The  best  time  to  give  such  a  leison  is  just 
arter  nightfall.  One  goes  round  with  a  hurri- 
cane lantern,  places  It  so  that  the  light 
merely  serves  to  show  one  the  way  about 
without  Illuminating  the  birds  or  the  perches 
(preferably  standing  it  against  one  of  the 
windows  of  the  house,  outside),  picks  up  each 
bird  found  on  the  floor  and  places  it  on  the 
perch,  its  head  racing  the  rront  or  the  house. 
Once  elevated,  the  delinquents  will  usually 
"  stay  put"  for  the  night  A  lesson  three  nights 
running  wUl  cure  the  most  obstinate  of  floor 
sleepers. 

To  Keep  Duchs  Lay  in g 
CEVERAL  times  lately  we  have  noticed  the 
\  advice  given  that,  now  that  ducks  at 
liberty  have  auch  excellent  opportunities  for 
foraging  for  themselves— and  so  many  tit- 
bits to  discover— their  rations  can  be  cut 
down  We  absolutely  disagree  with  this 
Ducks  are  only  good  layers  if  they  are  fed 
constantly  well  if  you  cut  down  their  rations 
you  are  Inevitably  going  to  get  fewer  eggs. 
To  keep  up  the  egg  flow  you  have  got  to  go 
on  giving  a  reed  of  mixed  grain  "thrown  into 
bowls  of  water)  In  the  morning  and  enough 
wet  mash  at  night  to  pack  their  crops  tight 
Why.  even  slight  mismanagement,  something 
perhaps  of  which  you  have  no  knowledge,  will 
often  check  laying  ducks  In  their  stride. 
Fortunately,  here  ||  a  guide  for  you  As 
soon  as  a  duck  threatens  to  go  off  laying  her 
abdomen  begins  to  "draw  up  "  What  ts  meant 
by  that  expression  "draw  up?"  A  duck  that 
Is  In  full  lay  will  be  low  behind  the  legs,  with 
a  definite  sagging  appearance,  and  the  bird 
that  is  not  laying  has  not  "that  sagging  ap- 
pearance '  Every  laying  duck  keeper  should 
make  a  point  of  watching  for  drawn -up  abdo- 
mens every  'day  when  he  is  feeding  the  birds. 
If  he  sees  the  danger  sign  he  should  not  rest 
until  he  has  found  out  what  is  amiss  with  his 
management.  Probably  he  is  underfeeding, 
at  any  rate  an  increase  in  food  allowances 
would  be  worth  while  to  lead  off  with  If  he 
Is  giving  full  supplies  then  possibly  his  mash 
mixture  Is  wrong  and  needs  to  be  changed.

VOW  is  the  ideal  time  or  the  year  to  wander 
around  gardens  and  nurseries  and  see 
shrubs  at  their  best.  It  Is  therefore  a  good 
time  to  make  a  lew  notes  on  the  subject  or 
shrubs  ror  the  garden. 

The  shnrb  garden  should  be  a  very  beautiful 
feature,  although,  owing  to  bad  selection  and 
other  causes,  It  ts  often  Just  the  reverse.  Un- 
like a  flower  garden,  a  shrub  garden  may  be 
made  a  thing  of  beauty  for  nearly  twelve 
months  in  the  year  Even  in  the  middle  of 
Winter,  owing  to  the  grace  or  form  whlrh  these 
subjects  posses,  they  are  very  beautiful  The 
wonderful  difference  in  habit  of  growth  and 
their  permanent  nature  make  shrubs  the  most 
adaptable  of  materials  with  which  to  create 
fine  effect*.

"THE  yellow  and  gold  of  the  barberries  with 
their  rich  green  leaves,  the  wealth  of  blos- 
som of  the  almonds,  the  flowering  crabs  so  much 
improved  or  late  years  the  Japanese  cherries 
in  all  shades  or  pink,  both  double  and  single, 
the  flowering  plums,  the  wonderful  flame  and 
geld  red  and  pink  of  the  azallas.  the  rhodo- 
dendrons, the  different  splreas,  the  twenty  odd 
varieties  cf  broom,  foray  this,  laburnum  and 
lilac,  and  a  host  of  other  plants  offer  material 
enough  to  give  color  and  as  many  harmonies  or 
form  as  could  be  desired.

A  Dark  Hnek ground 

"TpHERE  are  some  general  rules  that  should 
be  observed  In  planting  a  shrub  garden 
or  border  The  background  should  be  as  dark 
as  possible  because  almost  every  plant  or 
flower  Is  seen  to  better  advantage  against  a 
dark  background,  provided  It  has  good  light 
To  reallue  this  one  has  only  to  think  of  a  flow- 
ering cherry  against  a  background  of  pine 
or  fir 

All  the  barberries  may  be  massed  In  groups, 
the  smaller  varieties  at  the  front  and  the  larger 
kinds  behind  These  will  make  a  wonderful 
showing  when  In  flower  and  again  when  they 
are  covered  with  berries  in  the  Winter.

Junipers  are  another  family  which  will  add 
rharacter  to  any  garden  They  are  among  the 
useful  plants  in  cultivation  for  many  rea- 
The  many  different  colorings  of  the 
foliage  and  the  great  variety  or  form  that  may 
be  found  In  this  family  are  two  of  the  reasons 
You  can  get  Junipers  of  prostrate  growth,  of 
upright  growth  and  every  other  kind  or  growth 
between  You  can  ge-  junipers  with  golden 
leaves  and  with  silver  leaves,  with  dark  green 
and  with  light  green  leave*,  and. 
this  ramily  may  be  used  in  almost  any 


Uon.  there  being  a  member  of  It  to  fit  In  any- 
where They  may  be  massed  or  they  may  be 
used  as  pot  plants,  they  may  be  made  to  trail 
over  a  rock  or  bank  This  Is  a  good  time  of 
the  year  to  seek  out  the  Juniper  you  want  for 
some  particular  spot. 

Meanwhile,  go  around  gardens  and  see 
shrubs  now.  In  the  Summer,  and  make  a  note 
of  those  that  will  suit  your  own  particular 
needs  so  that  you  may  plant  them  in  the  Fall
